MR.  LOVETT  OPPOSES 
CONSOLIDATION  PLAN 

NEW  TOAK.  July  1 2.— Consolida- 
tion'of  all  the  railroads  of  the  United 
States  into  a  few  large  systems — from 
twelve  to  twenty-live — as  a  possible 
solution  of  the  nation's  railroad  prob- 
lem Is  opposed  by  Robert  8.  Lovett, 
president  of  th^  Union  Pacific  Rail- 
road in  a  memorandum  to  Congress 
made  public  here  today. 

Judge  Lovett  for  a  time  was  minis- 
ter of  the  division  of  caplul  expendi- 
ture* of  the  Government  railroad  ad- 
ministration under  Wm.  G.  McAdoo 
IS  director  general.  The  effect  of  the 
proposed  concentration  would  be  in 
his  opinion  to  "Impali'  the  credit  of 
Vhe  strong  road  Instead  of  Improving 
tho  credit  of  the  weak  road.  The  lt»- 
evltablc  effect  would  be  to  reduce  the 
average  of  the  crtMIt  of  all  the  rail- 
road*."

Premier  of  Victoria  Proposes 

That     Australians    Should 

Fill  Office  Instead  of  Having 

Men  Sent  from  Britain. 
J 

LONDON,  July  «.— The  Daily 
Chronicle  describes  as  reasonable  end 
■enalble  the  proposal  which  the  Col- 
pnlal  Secretary,  Lord  M liner,  has  re- 
ceived from  the  Premier  of  V'ictoA'ia, 
Australia,  that  ^  Australian  lieut- 
governor  might  In  future  fill  the  place 
hitherto  filled  by  a  «ovemor  aefl4 
from  England. 

"Since  Australia  has  become  a 
Commonwealth,"  says  The  Chronicle, 
''a  governor-general  for  the  whole 
Dominion  has  become  the  representa- 
tive of  royalty.  There  has  ceased  to 
be  any  good  reason  why  a  variety  of 
petty  courts  should  continue  to  e^tist 
in  the  Australian  state  capitals.  The 
Imperial  policy  of  Australia  concen- 
trates in  the  Commonwealth  rather 
than  In  the  state  govornments,  and 
the  office  of  state  governor  is  becom- 
ing an  anchronism." 

The  Canadian  Associated  Press 
learns  on  inqulrj*  that  the  suggested 
change  would  likely  be  opposed  quiet- 
ly but  strenuously  by  many  Austral- 
Ian  state  offlclals  who  would  probably 
lose  offlclal  status  by  such  an  arrange- 
ment. 

Under  e.\lstlng  conditions  thoy  en- 
joy offlclal  precedence  over  othcrf.  In- 
cluding tho  agents-general  of  Cana- 
dian provinces,  who  have  equally 
voiced  their  dissatisfaction.  The  of- 
ficial answer  to  the  representations 
made  has  always  been  that  the  Aus- 
trall4n  states  are  sovereign  staten. 
whereas  the  Canadian  provinces  are 
not.

GERMANS  STEAL

Food  and  Other  Supplies  Looted 
From  Army  Stores  and  Sent 
Across  Boundary  of  Zone  of 
Occupation. 


COBLENZ.  July  12.— American 
ofDcers,  who  uncovered  a  plot  in- 
volving wholesale  thefts  of  food  and 
other  supplies,  have  notified  the 
French  Government  that  American 
bacon  has  iften  reaching  territory 
outside  the  occupied  region  in  Ger- 
many  In   French  railway  cars. 

The  army  investigators  said  they 
had  InformaUon  whlel|  led  them  to 
beilex'c  the  Mcon  was  sold  to  the 
Prunch  Government  for  distribution 
to  Ki-^noh  civilians,  and  they  are 
anxious  to  leaim  If  this  bacon  was 
aold  to  the  Germans  In  a  legitimate 
manner.

Probe  Iiito  Theft  of  Liquor 
From  County  Court  Prem- 
ises Leads  to  Prosecution  of

gKATTLE,  July  12. — County  Judge 
Clay  Allen,  four  deputy  sheriffs,  for- 
mer speaker  of  the  State  House  of 
Representatives,  a  prominent  Demo- 
cratic leader,  and  other  county  olll- 
clals  and  business  men  were  indicted 
by  a  federal  grand  Jury  here  today  In 
connection  with  the  Investigation  of 
liquor  thefta  and  alleged  illegal  dispo- 
sition of  confiflcated  liquor. 

Twelve  Indictments  in  all  were  re- 
turned directly  connected  with  the 
liquor  probe  which  resulted  from  the 
disappearance  of  S«4  quarts  of  whis- 
key from  the  courtroom  of  Judge  Al- 
len on  the  night  of  June  4.  The  fol-

Allen,  two  counts:  Dep- 
uty Sheriff  Stewart  Campbell,  two 
counts;  Roy  Murdock,  two.  counts; 
Matt  Starwlch,  one  count;  Fr'd  A. 
Brown,  one  count;  Dr.  J.  H.  Lyons, 
one  count;  Oscar  Springer,  deputy 
county  clerk,  tour  counts;  Dr.  F. 
Nichols,  deputy  county  coroner,  two 
counts;  Sam  Martin,  real  estate  dealer, 
two  counts;  George  Cau,  balllfl',  two 
counts;  W.  W.  Conner,  former  npeaker 
of  the  State  House  of  Representatives, 
one  count;  Charles  G.  Helfner,  poli- 
tical leader  and  insurance  man,  one 
count. 

Those  indicted  on  two  counts  face 
chargeH  of  unlawful  poesesslon  of  In- 
toxicating liquor  and  unlawful  pos- 
session of  Intoxicating  liquor  with  In- 
tent to  dispose  of  It.  Those  indicted 
on  one  count  face  the  charge  of  hav- 
ing unlawful   possession   of  liquor.

PARIS,  July  12. — Marshal  Foch 
was  given  a  laurel  wreath  of  gold  to- 
day by  the  Inhabitants  of  the  De- 
partment >of  tlje  Selne-et-Oise.  Presi- 
dent Polncare,  speaking  at  the  cere- 
mony held  in  th^  Palace  .of  Versailles, 
eulogized  Marshal  Foch  for  his  deeds 
during  the  war. 

"For  you  who  went  through  the 
long  hours  of  waiting  and  uncer- 
tainty." President  Polncare  said  to 
Marshal  Foohe.  "with  so  much  ep> 
ergy.  clear-slghtednew  and  serenity, 
this  greeting — unanimous  as  If  It  were 
from  .one  person — will  be  a  most 
glorious  and  most  merited  apotheosis. 
The  admiration  and  the  gratitude 
which  that  period  brought  you 
throughout  France  and    in  the  Allied 


countries,  find  today  an  occasion  to 
display  themselves  without  ostenta- 
tion and  with  cordial  sincerity."  . 

In  addition  to  the  laurel  wreath  of 
gold  presented  td  Marshal  Foch  to- 
day the  commander-in-chief  of  the 
Allied  forces  was  the  rodplsnt  of  a 
beautiful  bas-relief,  la  which  the 
Marshal   figure's  on  horseliack. 

President  Polncare.  in  making  the 
presentation  said  that  while  it  would 
be  on  Monday,  when  the  generalis- 
simo passed  through  Paris  at  the 
head  of  the  Allied  troops,  the  en- 
thusiastic crowds  would  express  the 
thanks  of  the  nation,  he  Wanted  to 
tell  Marshal  Foch  on  this  Intimate 
occasion  bow  gratefu|  the  sountry 
*as  for  his  services.

GOLD  IN  GERMANY 

UTELY  PmiNlSHED 

WASHIN'GTON.  July  12.— Ger- 
many Increased  her  stock  of  gold 
duHng  the  war.  but  lost  tit' 2.000,000 
between  January  1  and  May  7  of  this 
year,  according  to  information  ob- 
tained by  the  Federal  Reserve  Board. 
The  loss  wau  due  to  reparations  nriOe 
Belgium  and  Roumanla  for  gold  stol- 
en from  those  countries  and  to  ship- 
ments  to    neutral    countries   for   food. 

Beginning  with  |2d8.000,000  in 
gold  ut  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  tho 
tierman  Ueiohsbank  Incroa.scd  Its 
metal  to  $539,000,000  at  the  end  of 
1918. 

The  Federal  Uesorve  Banks  of  Ihla

Preceding  the  programme  of  mu> 
sic,  sports  and  addresses  at  Brockton 
Point  the  Orangemen  marched  in  a 
parade  2,000  strong  through  the  city 
to  the  pai^k.  Twenty  Vancouver 
county  lodged,  were  represented,  and 
lodges  froni  'Seattle,  Belltngham, 
Blaine,  Everett.  Victoria,  Nanalmo, 
New  Westtninster,  Ladysmith  'hnd 
other  B.  C.  points  were  rapresented. 

Three  bands  were  in  attendance^ 
the  72nd  ilcg^lment  Band,  the  fife 
and  drum  band  of  the  Blaine  Lodge 
and  the  flfo  and  drum  band  of  I^ast- 
em  Star  Lqflge,  Vancouver.  In  the< 
procession  were  floats  and  banners 
carrying  thA  legends  of  the  Orange- 
men's faith.  ^ 

Rev.  Dr.  ISsIer  was  th^  principal 
speaker  at  Brocktoii  Point.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  great  showing  of  the 
Orange  order  in  Canada  during  the 
war  he  pointed  out  that  over  36  per 
cent  of  the  total  rnembership  in  Brit- 
ish Columbia  had  enlisted  for  over- 
seas, a  sign  that  Orangemen  had  not 
forgotten  in  400  years  the  basic  force 
of  their  order.  These  were  ^Imes  in 
which  there  was  more  need  than  ever 
for  the  order  to  stand  firmly  for  the 
principles  set  forth  by  the  men  of 
Ulster  300  years  ago,  he  said,  and 
pointed  to  the  increasing  membership 
since  the  ending  of  the  war  as  a 
proof  that  the  foundations  of  the 
order  were  vital  enough  to  find  a  re- 
sponse from  the  manhood  of  Canada 
today. 

Other  speakers  were  Rev.  Dr.  A.  D. 
Archibald,  William  Brett.  Prvlncial 
grand  master,  and  D.  B.  Brankin, 
grand  director  of  ceremonies.  After 
the  speaklnf;  there  was  an  extensive 
sports  programme.  In  the  evening  a 
largely  attended  dance  and  supper 
were  held  in  the  Great  War  Veterans' 
halt  on  Hastings  Street.

CHtfUyN'S  PUCE 
WAS  AN  ARDUOUS  ONE 


Major  the  Rev.  William  Barton 
Returning  After  Nearly  five 
Years,  Thinks  Men  Gained  in 
Espirt  de  Corps. 
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One  of  the  Orat  Canadian  chaplaina 
to  go  overseas  and  one  of  the  last  to 
return^  Is  Major  the  Rev.  William 
Bartoh.  formerly  one  of  the  olergy  at 
Christ  Church  Cathedral,  who  came 
back  to  Victoria  on  Thuraday  last, 
having  given  four  years  and  eleven 
months'  service. 

They  were  active  years,  as  Uia  rec- 
ord of  his  duties  shoaw.  Leavtnc  here 
on  August  »f.  1914.  with  Uie  first 
draft  of  the  (th  C.G.A.,  he  proceeded 
direct  to  Valcartler.  Attached  for 
one  week  to  the  Itth  Battalion,  he 
ultimately  was  transferred  to  the  7th 
Canadian  Infantry  Battalion,  let  B.C. 
Regiment,  Zad  Brigade,  Ist  Division. 
With  this  force  he  remained  for  two 
years,  half  the  time  being  •spent  with 
the  2nd  C«F.A..  anil  part  of  tb»  time 
with  the  and  Flelh  Ambulance. 

Just  ail  the  division  was  ^oviifg  to 
the  Somme  he  was  slightly  injured 
in  the  knee,  and  proceeded  to  the  hoa> 
pltal,  remaining  there  for  ten  days 
before  being  sent^  oh  duty  to  the  3rd 
Canadian  Hospital  (McGill),  at  B6u- 
logne.  It  was  wiiile  he  was  there  that 
the  institution  underwent  oats  of  the 
great  expansions,  being  increased  to  a 
capacity  of  2,000  beds.  During  ten 
m on tha  there  passed  through  the  hos- 
pital approximately   60,000   patlenta 

Sick  Ii«ave 

Major  Barton  worked  hard.  His 
service  was  not  pertunctory.  and  the 
heavy  responsibility  during  months 
when  the  toll  of  casualties  was  heavy 
finally  had  its  effect  on  his  own 
health.  He  was  ordered  back  to  Eng- 
land for  six  weeks'  sick  leave.  On  re- 
joining after  his  rest  he  spent  four 
Sundays  at  lUlngdom  Convalescent 
Hospital  before  he  Joined  H.M.S.  Ara-- 
guaya,  on  which  he  made  ten  return 
trips.  ^ 

"We  carried  on  an  average  7 $5 
patients  on  each  voyage,"  he  said  in 
speaking  t<^  a  Colonist  reporter  yes- 
terday of  this  part  of  his  experiences. 
After  the  sinking  of  the  Llandoyery 
Castle  the  Araguaya  was  held  up  a(, 
Halifax  for  seven  weeks,  so  he  re- 
turned to  England  on  H.M.S.  Kil- 
donan  Castle,  and  was  privileged  for 
that  one  voyage  to  act  as  naval  chap- 
Iain.  On  arrival  in  England  he  wae 
dispatched  to  the  front  again  and  at- 
tached to  the  Ist  C.M.R.  Battalion, 
3rd  Division,  with  which  he  was  when 
the  armistice  was  signed,  taking  part 
with  the  unit  in  the  celebration  which 
followed  (ho  proclamation  of  the 
gieat  news  in  Mons. 

On  thjB  return  of  the  Brigade  to 
England  for  demobilization  he  was 
appointed  Corps  Camp  Chaplain  for 
the  demobilization  areiis  of  BramBhott 
and  WItley.  When  the  4th  Division 
had  arrived  in  England  and  the  chap- 
lains had  passed  through  his  hands 
for  demobilization  prior  to  returnlnij 
to  Canada  or  remaining  in  Bnirland  he 
was  once  more  free  to  return  to  his 
home  in  this  country,  and  promptly 
started  West,  having  had,  as  he  aip- 
preciatively  terms  It,  the  "privilege" 
of  being  the  first  chaplain  from  Brit- 
ish Columbia  to  proceed  to  the  f^ont, 
and  being  almost  the  last  British  Col- 
umbia chaplain  to  return  to  tl|a 
Province.  .  j 

Grand  Gain  " 

"The  grand  gain  to  Canada  is  to  be 
found  in  the  wonderful  esplrt  de  corps 
which  each  Battalion  now  has,"  said 
Major^  Barton  in  searching  for  ^me 
benefit  which  came  to  the  men  as 
compensation  for  their  long  and  hard 
service  overseas.  "This  spirit  has  so 
permeated  the  minds  of  the  men  that 
each  division  has  now  its  own  particu- 
lar tradition.  It  is  noticeable  to  ev- 
eryone.  The  Corps  Commander  has 
remarked  it  when  inspecting  the  brig- 
ades after  battle.  The  taeil  returned 
to  Canada  now  with  the  inspiration 
which  knowledge  of  their  own  power 
gives  Anything  that  tho  men  of  Can- 
ada determine  upon  they  can  aocom- 
plish." 

"Until  the  Battle  of  Ypres  men  did 
not  know  that  they  could  depend  on 
one  another  nor  upon  their  command- 
ing officers.  But  after  that  battle  they 
all  felt  they  had  gained  Immeasurably 
In  strength  from  unity,  thereafter 
carrying  with  them  a  new  courage 
born  of  confidence  in  their  comrades. 
These  men  who  have  come  back  and 
are  still  to  come  have  learned  how  to 
endure." 

Saw  SIcfc  Soldiers 

Major  Barton,  who  has  been  stay- 
ing with  Mrs.  Barton's  brother,  Mr, 
Fred  Jones,  for  the  past  few  days,  is 
returning  to  his  own  hou|e  oh  Oak 
Bay  Esplanade  on  Tuesday  next,  and 
will  be  glad  to  give  any  information  to 
friends  and  relatives  of  men  of  tha 
7th  Battalion  or  C.  M.  R.  Batullon 
whom  h*  had  messages  from  or  saw 
In  hospital  overseas  at  Boulogne.  For 
many  of  these  he  wrote  letters,  but 
did  not  keep  all  tho  names.    * 

It  was  in  1007  that  Rev.  William 
Barton  came  to  the  Diocese  of  British 
Columbia  from  Quebec,  at  the  invi- 
tation of  the  late  Bishop  Perrin.  Ha 
waa  Mm  to  organize  the  mission  at 
Chemalnus.  Two  years  later  he  was 
asked  by  the  Bisfaop  to  coma  to  the 
Cathedral,  and  remained  one  of  tha 
clergy  there  until  he  went  oversea 
in  1»14.  At  present  he  is  under  tW 
orders  of  his  physician  to  keep  absoV 
lut^  quiet,  and  is  not,  therefore,  an- 
darl&kJjig  any  clerical  duM«s  for  tha 
preatitt.^ 

INTERNED  GERMAN 

DIES  OF  BROKEN  NECK 

VERNON,  B.C..  July  12. —  Leo 
Mueller,'  an  interned  Herman  priw- 
oner,  died  this  morning  in  the  Jubilee 
hospital  ss  the  result  of  Injuries  re- 
ceivde  in  a  fight  with  ^nother  pris- 
oner named  Carl  Wagner,  which  took 
place  at  the  internment  (tamp  on 
Tuesday  evening.  Before  his  death, 
Mueller  signed  a  depoaltlon  exonerat- 
ing Wagner  agd  stating  that  he  butted 
the  latter  in  the  stomfbh.  The  force 
of  the  blow  broke  one  vertebra  In 
Mueller's  spinal  column,  causing 
paralysis.

AUSTRAUAN  ACTION 
ON  COALPRODUCTION 

kBlLBOURNR,  July  13.— "if  the 
bill  for  the  war  losses  does  not  in- 
clude the  war  debt  resting  on  Aus- 
tralia, Australia  will  be  grie/uusly 
disappointed,"  declared  Acting  Pre- 
mier Watt,  in  a  recent  statcmeni  in 
commenting  on  tne  peace  treaty. 
This  is  taken  as  Indicating  the  p'lsi- 
tlon  of  the  Commonwealth  on  the 
distribution  of  the  i-eparation  exacted 
f:om  the  Central  iOmpires.  It  is  un- 
derstood here  that  of  the  flrst  Instai- 
.aent  of  16,000.000.000  Australia  is  to 
receive  $200,000,000  as  her  share,  al- 
though the  Commonwealth  has  been 
left  in  doubt  as  to  how  she  will  fare 
on  the  entire  question  of  the  Indem- 
nity. 

Speaking  of  the  treaty  as  a  whole, 
Mr.  Watt  said: 

"The  Impression  sained  by  a  fliat 
perusal  Is  that  it  is  drastic,  but  when 
one's  memory  goes  bade  over  tJhe 
past  four  and  a  half  years  the  view 
that  thp  victors  have  been  genet  -jus 
lo  the  foe  gathers  strength.  The 
League  of  Nations  is  the  most  glgan- 
lie  «»xperlment  ever  attempted  by  hu- 
manity."

pARIS,   July   n. — Premier  Clemen- 

ceau  appeared  before  tbe  committee 
of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  consider- 
ing the  peace  treaty  and  reviewed  the 
circumstances  under  which  the  treaty 
was  framed.  He  said  the  difflcultijes 
the  Allies  encountered  during  the  war 
confronted  them  In  a  changed  aspect 
when  they  came  to  make  peace^ 

The  dominating  idea  of  the  treaty, 
Premier  Clemenceau  said,  was  the 
necessity  of  maintaining  the  peace  of 
the  world  by  union  of  the  four  great 
Allied  and  Associated  Powers. 

The  Premier  said  France  had  rea- 
son to  congratulate  herself  on  the 
treaties  guaranteeing  her  against  ag- 
gression by  Germany.  Referring  to 
the  League  of  Natlona  he  said  the 
French  Government  must  endeavor 
within  the  league  organization  to  se- 
cure the  adoption  of  the  amendment 
proposed  by  Leon  Bourgeois,  estab- 
lishing a  military  and  naval  staff  in 
the   League. 

Regarding  responsibilities  for  the 
war.  Premier  Clemenceau  said  It  was 
a  satisfaction  to  morality  that  the 
responsible  persons  would  be  tried, 
and,  added  to  that,  the  entente  would 
maintain   Its   position   on   that  point. 

The  Senate  has  decided  to  entrust 
the  examination  of  the  peace  treaty 
to.  its  ordinary  committee  on  foreign 
affaira  The  number  of  Its  memberc, 
however,  will  be  increased  by  nine. 
The  new  members  will  be  selected 
from  the  different  parties,  and  it  is 
expected  that  among  the  number  will 
be  two  former  premiers,  Kmllo 
Combes  and  Leon   Bourgeois.

STATES  AND  MEXICO 
HAVE  SUGAR  SHORTAGE 

WASHINGTON,  July  12.— A  de- 
crease In  sugar  cane  acreage  In  the 
United  States  this  year  to  500,000 
acres  from  last  year's  total  of  S 2 7,000 
acres  Is  shown  in  reports  of  field 
agents  of  the  Bureau  of  Crop  Esti- 
mates, it  was  announced  today  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

This  acreage  Includes  all  varieties 
of  cane  grown  by  planting  stalks  or 
Joints.  It  was  said,  but  does  not  in- 
clude sorghum   or  other  seeded  cane. 

Mexico  is  threatened  with  a  stwar 
shortage,  said  ofllclal  dispatches  re- 
ceived here  today  reporting  that 
many  of  the  sugar  factories  in  the 
State  of  Morelos  have  been  disman- 
tlud  and  ihc  machinery  shipped  to 
Mexico  City  to  be  sold  as  Junk. 

The  Sugar  industry,  the  dispatches 
said,  had  been  enjoying  great  pros- 
perity in  Morelos  under  Zapatista 
control,  but  thb  Zapatista  forces  re- 
cently were  driven  into  the  hills  by 
Carranxlstas.  The  victors  thereupon, 
the  report  said,  wrecked  the  sugar 
factories  and  disposed  of  the  machin- 
ery as  Junk. 


Celrbration  in  Toronto 

TORONTO.  July  12. — Orange  To- 
ronto celebrated  .  the  "Glorious 
Twelfth"  and  with  considerably  more 
enthusiasm  than  hus  been  shown 
during  the  years  of  the  war.  Early 
estimates  were  that  from  8,000  to 
12,000  men  and  women  took  part  in 
the  parade  to  Exhibition  Park,  where 
the  speakers  included  IJeut.-Gen. 
Sir  Sam  Ilughcr,  In  addition  to  local 
Orange  leaders.  There  were  600  re- 
turned soldl«re,  some  In  uniform  but 
most  of  them  In  civilian  clothes,  in 
the   patkde. 

Ocnnan  Potash  Prircw 

WEIMAR.  July  12.— The  poUsb 
syndicate  has  petitioned  the  govern- 
ment to  grant  permission  to  ralae 
the  price  of  potash  100  per  cent,  ow- 
ing to  the  Increased  cost  of  pro- 
ducUon.  The  syndicate  claims  to 
have  a  deflolt  of  4«,«00.000  marks  for 
the  flrst  three  months  of  this  year 
and  declares  it  will  be  forced  to  shut 
down  unlew  it  can  Increase  the  ecll- 
Ing   price. 


NEW  YORK.  July  IS.— A  report  of 
alleged  Japaneee  atrocities  In  Korea 
was  made  public  today  at  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Pi-esbytcrtan -Church 
In  America.  It  Is  a  result  of  investi- 
gations of  representatives  in  Korea  oS 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States,  following  the  imprison- 
ment of  some  of  its  missionaries  by 
the  Japanese  authorities.  This  Infor- 
mation was  transmitted  by  such 
means  that  It  escaped  the  Japanese 
censorship. 

iChe  report,  several  thousand  words 
in  length.  Is  described  by  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  In  lu  Introduetlon  as 
follows: 

"The  American  newspapers  are 
already  full  to  overflowing  with  the 
reports  of  atrocities  in  Korea.  The 
origin  Und  causes  of  these  are  of  im- 
mense Importance,  but  in  this  article 
these  subjects  cannot  claim  our  atten- 
tion. 'Knowing  that  another  Belgium 
Is  on  the  world's  hands.  It  becomes 
necessary  that  the  facts  be  stated  by 
some  one,  and  that  these  be  held  to 
form  the  basis  of  constructive  refor- 
mation later  on.  This  article  is  writ- 
ten with  this  idea  in  mind. 

"What  is  reported  here  can  be 
duplicated  in  scores  of  places  in 
Korea  and  some  of  the  reports  thus 
far  received  are  even  mere  harrowing 
than  the  ones  we  present.  But  as  they 
have  not  been  definitely  corroborated 
by  competent  vltnesses,  we  omit 
them,  but  confine  ourselves  strictly 
to  incidents  which  are  known  beyond 
the  shadow  of  a  doubt  to  be  true. 

"Hundreds  of  Koreans  who  had 
professed  Christianity  are  said  to 
have  been  driven  by  Japanese  gen- 
darmes at  the  point  ■of  the  bayonet 
into  churches,  there  to  be  fired  upon 
through  open  windows  as  they  hud- 
dled into  them  and  later  to  perish  in 
the  flames  as  the  places  of  worship 
were  burned.  Most  of  these  vlctin^s, 
it  is  narrated,  were  men.  Surviving 
women  and  children  were  left  In 
destitution." 

Preliminary  police  examinations  of 
Koreans  suspected  of  complicity  in 
the  revolutionary  movement  are  said 
in  the  reports  of  the  investigation  to 
include  "every  human  reflnement  In 
brutality,"  men  being  beaten  to  death 
and  women  subjected  to  nearly  every 
possible  form  of  shameful  treatment. 
Milder  punishment,  it  is  said.  Included 
ninety  blows  rained  upon  the  prison- 
ers' bodies  with  a  bamboo  rod,  and 
the  administering  of  many  kicks,  at 
the  end  of  which  the  victim,  if  h« 
survived,  was  sent  almost  lifeless  to 
the  hosplUI.  ^ 

One  such  victim,  "a  slender,  timid ^ 
Christian  youth,"  19  years  old.  em- 
ployed by  a  shoemaker,  was  arrested 
with  a  wealthy  Korean,  both  charged 
with  circulating  ■  The  Independent 
News,  a  revolutionary  publlcatloif^. 
The  boy;  it  Is  said,  was  tortured  and' 
hovered  between  life  and  death  In  a 
hospital  for  more  than  a  month  be- 
fore he  was  sent  to  prison.  For  six 
hours  he  had  been  "grilled"  by  Jap,- 
anese  gendarmes,  after  which  the 
Inquisitors  applied  "rings  above  the 
youth's  elbows  until  the  upper  l>ody 
was  distorted  (the  usual  preparation 
for  beating),  whereupon  blows  and 
'Jclcks  were  added  until  the  victim  fell 
fainting  to  the  floor."  He  was  re- 
vived at  intervals  by  cold  water 
dashed  upon  his  naked  body  and  the 
punishment  repeated. 

A  signed  statement  by  a  United 
States  citizen  resident  In  Korea  dated 
April  22,  1919,  said:  "The  examina- 
tion of  women  who  have  been  ar- 
rested for  their  activity  in  the  inde- 
pendence movement,  is  the  most  dis- 
graceful and  humilitatlng  possible. 

"Korean  and  Chinese  women,"  he 
added,  "have  the  same  feelings  of 
delicacy  as  Europeans,  a  modesty  not 
shared   by  Japanese  of  either  sex." 

He  accuses  the  Japanese  of  taking 
advantage  of  this  situation  to  increase 
the  distress  of  women  prisoners  forced 
to  undergo  examination  by  the  police, 
end  says  cultured  and  reflned  Korean 
women  were  subjected  to  the  gross- 
est indignities. 

In  ouncluslon.  after  publishing 
what  are  alleged  to  be  violently  anti- 
American  articles  from  certain  Jap- 
anese newspapers,  the  report  of  the 
Investigators  says: 

"It  is  unnecessary  to  say  more. 
These  articles  speak  for  themselves. 
The  reader  can  Judge  of  the  attitude 
of  the  press  when  the  Government 
permits  such  stuff  to  be  published. 
As  the  press  always  is  under  the  cen- 
sorship here,  when  su(;h  stuff  Is  pub- 
lished, the  Government  becomes  mor- 
ally responsible.  The  truth  is  pro- 
hibited. Falsehoods  and  libels  are 
allowed.  Such  a  course  of  action  only 
endangers  the  relations  of  the  Gov- 
ernments   interested."

tomorrow  night.  Either  houses  are 
wanted  in  the  city  or  there  is  no  need 
for  them.  The  experlenca  of  this 
newspaper  In  its  advertising  columna^ 
to  that  milny  houses  are  required. 
Why  the  City  Council  Should  eonelder 
It  to  not  sufficiently  protected  against 
loss  In  the  housing  programme,  for 
which  the  Dominion  Is'fufntohing  the 
money,  to  difficult  to  understand  be- 
cause other  cities  have  not  been  so 
punctilious,  although  they  do  not 
need  the  houaea  as  badly  aa  VIctorto. 
The  city  will  at  all  times  have  ample 
security  if  house  property  and  real 
estate  "in  Victoria  are  worth  assess- 
ment values.  The  city's  attitude.  In 
which  we  hope  to  see  a  change  to- 
morrow, would.  If  perstoted  In.  prove 
a  deterrent  to  anyone  undertaking 
house  construction  in  thto  community. 

Those  Interested  In  development 
are  hoping  the  City  Connell  will  take 
Ita  full  appropriation  and  Immedi- 
ately set  to  work  building  houses. 
Snch  construction  will  be  an  Imsentlve 
to  private  enterprlce.  Esquimau, 
wlilch  knows  the  time  is  rapidly  ap- 
proaching when  torgely  increased 
housing  'bccommodatlon  will  be 
needed  In  that  municipality,  to  avail- 
ing Itself  of  the  legislation  and 
already^  has  numerous  requests  for 
housea  Oak  Bay  is  also  ready  to 
build  under  the  Federal  scheme,  al- 
though that  municipality  hesitated  st 
first.  Houses  are  needed  more  in  Vic- 
toria than  in  either  of  the  adjacent 
municipalities  and  tha  question  of 
accepting  responsibility  for  the  money 
provided  should  be  Anally  settled  to- 
morrow.

I  personally  alwaya  irfa  tn  tnvor 
of  unlontom,  but  right,  now  I  am 
sure  we  are  In  the  handa  of  uillon 
efficlato.  good  and  proper,  end  aftar 
the  so-called  strike'  ("sympathetic, 
so  they  said")  I  am  sui%  the  b>usl- 
ttess  R^en  of  Vletorle  should  have 
something  to  say  As  regards  employ- 
ment and  not  to  allow  the  unions  to 
have  an  the  say. 

Now  I  am  one  of  the  meny  who 
have  the  same  contplntnt  agalpst  the 
unions,  and  I  oan  get  at  least  twenty 
soldtors  to  bear  out  my  statamenta. 
and  when  I  say  soldiers  I  mean  vol- 
unteers of  three  and  four  years' 
service.  The  unions  are  doing  all 
they  can  to  btick  the  returned  roan 
right  here  In  VIctorto.  and  they 
knew  the  gratuity-  money  Is  nearly 
llntohed  and  they  ara  doing  all  they 
can  to  hold  ua  out  of  a  Job  fill  then, 
because  as  every  one  knows  we  ean- 
not  go  about  with  empty  stomaOhs. 
and  the  trouble  win  commence. 

Now  my  complaint  is  diBcrin\iiia- 
tlon.  I,  on  my.  oVn  Initiative,  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  a  Job  at  a  ,local 
shipyard,  which,  af  every  one  kn^M'S. 
Is  n  strong  union  shop.  I  had  the 
Job  on  condition  I  Joined  t\^e  union. 
I  did  Join  and  paid  my  dues,  and  a:i 
every  one  knows  a  book  Is  kept  with 
the  names  of  member>i  whu  are  out 
of  work.  The  treasurer  infornied  me 
of  this  and  when  I  told  him  I  had  a 
Job  to  go  to  at  a  certain  sjiipyard 
nothing  more  was  lutld  right  then. 
Thto  plant  Is  a  closed  shop,  so  the 
business  agent  politely  went  down 
there  ahd  In  strong  terms  forbid 
them  to  start  me  and  told  them  that 
too  much  of  this  kind  of  a  thing  was 
going  on  to  satisfy  the  unions.  This 
Is  a  little  the  employer  of  today  has 
to  put  up  with. 

Now  there  is  another  case  which 
•hpuld  be  mad^  public  an^  whljih  the 
unlona  cannot  deny.  Three  returned 
men  succeeded  In  getting  a  start  and 
Joined  the  union,  and  the  same  thing 
was  done  as  in  my  case.  Now  these 
three  men  were  sent  for  by  the  yard, 
and  in  their  ptoce  three  foreigners 
were  sent  and  the  three  returned 
men  are  walking  about.  Is  thto  fair 
after  we  have  given  a  few  years  for 
our  country,  and  mind  you  we  do 
not  begrudge  it?  We  are  willing  to 
work  and  can  hustle  it.  but  cannot 
commence  owing  to  the  unions. 
'  Perhaps  some  kind  union  official 
will  see  thto  letter  and  exptoln  why 
thto  discrimination.  We  know  we 
are  only  returned  soldiers,  but,  thank 
Ood.  we  have  done  our  bit..

The  High  Cost  of  Living 

Sir. — The  report  of  tthe  Canadian 
Government  on  the  causes  of  the 
high  cost  of  living  calls  attention  to 
the  great  expense  of  handling  foods 
and  manufactured  products  from 
.  the  producer  to  the  consumer  and 
mentions  co-operation  as  a  means  of 
reducing  this  expense.  The  cause  of 
the  excessive  cost  of  gettiitf  things 
Into  the  hands  of  the  consumer  lies 
In  tl.e  centralization  of  manufactures, 
which  obliges  them  to  be  sent  long 
distances  through  tbo  hands  of  sev- 
eral middlemen.  In  the  Incomplete 
utilisation  ot  the  M>ne  of  shop  clerks, 
who  are  not  busy  constantly  from 
morning  t'ni  night  as  the  workmen 
in  t:.e  factory  are.  In  the  spreading 
out  of  the  residents  of  cities,  which 
Increases  the  cost  of  delivery,  and 
In  the  addition  of  the  war  tax  to  the 
cost  to  make,  subjecting  It  to  an 
Increase  that  adda  a  half  to  the 
taxes  paid  by  the  consumer.  For  ki- 
Btanne,  I  paid  the  other  day  60  centa 
for  a  package  of  1,200  i^atches.  the 
war  tax  on  which  was  24  cents,' 
leaving  36  for  the  matches.  If  the 
war  tax  had  been  collected  sep- 
arately, the  matches  might  have 
been  sold  for  ten  or  fifteen  cents  at 
a  fair  profit,  plus  the  24  cents,  of 
for  35  to  40  cents.  It  Is  not  too 
much  to  ask  middlemen  to  carry 
this  expense  'as  their  part  of  the 
tax.  if  we  pay  the  tax,  without  add- 
ing their  profit  to  it. 

The  war  has  only  hastrncd  the 
Increase  in  the  cost  of  living  that 
was  progressing  steadily  before  the 
war.  An  important  cause  of  thiM  in- 
crease is  one  that  is  not  recognised 
as  it  Blfbufd  bo.  The  whble  Rngllsh- 
ap^aklng  world  has  the  habit  of 
flocking  by  itself  in  cities,  sproadlng 
out  into  extended  suburbs  which  in- 
crease the  cost  of  paving,  lighting, 
piping,  delivery  of  goods  aod  of 
moving  back  and  forth  between 
residence  snd  business.  On  the  con- 
tinent of  Europe  large  roomy  apart- 
ment houses  utilise  the  area  so  well 
that  living  expenses  are  lowered. 
The  question  is  not  whether  we  had 
rather  go  live  in  a  vijia  in  a  suburb, 
bbt  whether  we  can  afford  to  do  so. 
Every  time  a  tram  car  runs  along 
a  street  built  up  incompletely  with 
single  reeldences  there  Is  an  eco- 
nomic waste  of  time  and  energy  and 
material.  Three  quarters  or  more  of 
the  population  of  a  city  ought  to  live 
In  apartment  houses.  If  they  did, 
these  apartmenta  could  be  full  sised 
dwellings,  well  lighted,  easily  heated, 
cool  in  summer  and  warm  in  winter. 
There  would  be  plenty  of  room  in 
them  because  there  would  be  four 
storeys  and  because  no  land  in  left 
unoccupied  except  the  hollow  square 
In  the  Inside. 


Another  cause  of  the  high  coat  of 
living  ta  the  loneaomenesa  of  farm 
lite.  Here  tbo.  the  hfbit  of  tha  con- 
tinental Earopeana  to  worthy  of 
Imitation  by  the  English  apeaking 
nations.  The  farming  village  ot 
France  and  Germany  to  a  pleaaanter 
place  to  live  in  than  the  lonesome 
tarmhonae  of  Canada.  The  farmer 
waates  eomo  time  in  going  back  and 
forth  from  Held  to  house,  but  \n 
return  he  has  a  home  on  a  paved 
street  witb  shops,  library,  church, 
cinemas,  doctor,  neighbors  to  talk 
with,  good  schools  and  the  general 
pleasant  voclable  intercourse  and  ab- 
senee  of  mud  and  dreary  lonesome- 
nesa  of  the  soUtary  farmer.  This 
hinders  the  tendency  to  give  up 
farming  and  to  ooncentrata  in  cities. 
Our  farmers  naturally  want  to  he 
paid  for  their  unpleasant  llfb. 

Another  'qnitoe  of  ^he  hiigh .  cost  of 
living  in  Canada  to  the  laok  ot  home- 
manufactured  producta  Goods  Im- 
ported from  England  and  the  State* 
pay  duty,  which  to  added  by  the 
dealer  to  the  cost  and  made  to  pay 
the  same  profit.  The  American  per- 
iodicals advertise  frequently  with 
the  prices  given  .for  both  Canada 
and  the  United  States,  and  t^e  cost 
in  Canada  Is  considerably  higher. 
Free  trade  with  England  and  the 
States  would  hinder  the  development 
of  home  manufacturers  and  would 
cut  out  the  Income  of  the  Govern- 
ment, but  it  would  enormously  re- 
lievo tbe^  cost  of  living,  l^rice  $10, 
$16  in  Canada,  means  60  per  cent 
added  to  the  cost  of  living.  Matiml 
free  trade  for  a  limited  number  of 
years  might  be  a  remedy.  Developing 
Canada's  resources  is  extremely  Im- 
portant, but  can  sh^  stand  the  strain 
at  present?. 

The  co-operative  society  appears  to 
be  worth  considering.  It  might,  for 
instance,  deal  directly  with  ehoe 
manufactuers,  sending  In  orders  for 
single 'pairs  of  shoes  to  be  sent  by 
post.  It  haa  been  shown  in  this  recent 
investigation  that  a  pair  of  shoes 
costing  the  dealer  $14  were  sold  by 
him  for  $18.  That  may  bo  no  moro 
than  a  fair  profit,  if  we  accept  the 
principle  that  a  certain  per  cent  of 
the  price  paid  by  the.  dealer  may 
fairly  and  Inevitably  be  added  to  the 
retail  price,  but  if  the  cost  of  tying 
up  a  pair  of  shoes  in  paper'  and 
writing  the  address  and  handing  it 
to  the  pai-ceto  post  were  kept  down 
as  the  rest  of  the  manufacture  is 
kept  down,  by  careful  organization, 
i^  might  not  be  more  than  a  few 
cents.  Probably  20  cents  would  cover 
the  whole  cost  of  getting  those  shoes 
from  thf  maker,  to  the  consumer. 
We  should  have' to  give  up  our  pres- 
ent luxury  of  taking  up  the  time  of 
clerks  in  trying  on  the  latest  pat- 
terna  of  shoes. 'Once  a  well  fitting 
pair:  to  found,  -we  should  have  to 
continue  to  ot-der  them.  There  is  no 
good  reason  why  we  should  not.  The 
human  foot  does  not  change  it's 
shape,  and  the  weight  of  the  whole 
body  falls  on  the  foot,  which  should 
be  perfectly  fitted  once  for  all.  I 
have  read  that  the  average  value  of 
shoes  exported  from  tho  United 
States  some  years  ago  was  12.00 
and  the  average  profit  to  the  maker 
was  ten  centa.  It  was  stated  in  the 
same  article  that  If  a  maker  could 
save  two  cents  on  the  cost  to  make 
it  would  pay  him  to  put  in  new 
machinery.  During  the  war  the  cost 
of  leather  went  up  at  one  time  so 
'that  a  certain  make  of  shoes  had 
to  be  sold  by  the  maker  at  an  ad- 
Vance  of  16  centa.  Thto  advance, 
we  were  informed,  Justified  dealers 
who  held  stocks  of  that  shoe  in 
raising  the  price  60  cents  or  a  dollar. 
Saving  two  centa  a  pair  is  .fo*^  im- 
portant (or  the  manufacturer  that  he 
caiv  afford  to  put  in  new  machinery 
to  do  it.  while  retailers  toss  up  to 
see  whether  they  shall  raise  the 
price  60  centa  or  a  dollar  when  the 
wholesale  price  goes  up  16  cents. 
There  Is  too  much  difference  here 
between  the  careful  economy  of  the 
one  and  the  reckless  extravagance 
of  the  other.  Wages  may  have  gone 
up  for  good  and  the  cost  to  make 
with  them,  but  we  appeaa  to  be 
able  to  reduce  the  cost  of  handing 
things  from  the  maker  to  the  con- 
sumer.

If  her  polities  co- 
incide with  those  of  her  husband,  this 
proven  no  more  than  a  "compatibility 
of  temperament"  in  the  political  as 
in  the  donientio  Hphere.  The  prob- 
ability to  that  the  opinions  of  the 
woman  w>ter  will  Influence  those  of 
the  man  elector  as  much  as  vice 
Versa.  Women  who  are  such  good 
managers  In  business  and  In  the  home 
may  well  be  trusted  with  their  share 
In  the  direction  of  national  policy.' — 
Buluwayo  Chronicle.

M  YEAR  OF  WAR 


Major- F,  F,  Vllllers,  D.S.O., 
Has  Come  to  Victoria  After 
Nearly  Five  Years'  Overseas, 
Later  With  Army  Occupation 


Not  many  Victoria  men  spent  so 
long  a  period  overseas  In  the  army  a« 
Major  jr.  *•.  VUllers,  D.8.O.,  who  re- 
turned tbia  week  to  Victoria  und  has 
taken  up  bla  residence  for  a  couple 
of  monthu  In  the  house  belonftng  to 
Mr.  K.  F.  Ttaylor,  McClure  Wreet. 

Major  VllllerM  was  adjutant  of  the 
88th  Victoria  Fustllem  for  a  time  be- 
fore the  formation  of  the  OOtb  Bat* 
Ulion  Scottish  Highlanders.  He  wsa 
among  the  membera  of  the  latt«r 
regiment  who  hastened  to  don  khakt 
when  the  '  call  for  volunteers  went 
out  In  August,  1914,  and  was  ope 
of  the  little  band  under  B\t  Arthur 
Currle  which  started  for  Valcartler 
the  same  month,  reaching  France 
among  th^  very  first  of  the  Canadian 
forces.  Ue  was  second  in  command 
of  a  company  of  the  18th  Battalion 
whan  he  reached  °  France,  starting  as 
a  machine-gun  officer.  L«ter  he  wa» 
appointed  staff  officer  of  the  3rd  Bri- 
gade', htter  being  inade  O.9.O.  In  fhe 
ard  Canadian  Division.  After  the 
Battle  of  the  Bomme  he  became  bri- 
gade major  of  the  3rd  Canadian  Bri- 
gade. 

.  From  October.  1916,  to  January. 
1918,  he  continued  In  this  office,  but 
the  beglnnihV.of  Jast  year  n:aH  trans- 
ferred to  the  Imperials,  59t1i  Di- 
vision, with  which  he  remained  all 
through  the  German  attack  of  March 
and  right  up  to  the  cessation  of  hos- 
tillties.  In  November  last  he  re- 
joined the  Canadian  Corps,  and  was 
detailed  to  take  over  all  the  me- 
chanical transport  from  the  Germans 
In  the  occupied:  territory  to  which  he 
was  sent.  The  boche  were  supposed 
to  hand  over  all  lorrlea  In  good  w 
ing  order,  and  by  a  specified  date,  but 
for  u  time  their  government — as  it 
existed — seemed  to  have  Issued  no 
Instructions  us  to  the  carrying  out  of 
this  specification  on  the  part  of  the 
Allies,  so  Major  Vllllers  was  sent  ver 
by  the  Second  Array  to  Hlndenburg's 
headquarters  to  cnauire  into  the  mut- 
ter. ,  Cassell,  to  which  he  was  sent, 
la  about  150  miles  from  Cologne,  and 
Is  the  centre  of  the  railway  works. 
There  everything  was  at  u  standstill, 
and  although  the  officers  looked  very 
smart  the  soldiers,  who  seemed  to 
crowd  the  streets,  paid  not  the  slight- 
est attention  to  their  efforts  at  au- 
thority. The^pcople  lolled  about  the 
streets,  there  was  no  food,-  the  place 
was  in  darkness,  and  fuel  did  not 
seem  to  bo  procurable.  He  was  there 
for  a  few  days  only,  and  actually  left 
Germany  when  thO'  Cenadian  Corps 
cajne  oiit  In  March. 

The  Kaiser's  desertion  at  the  most 
critical  moment  in  the  history  of  his 
country  was  a  bitter  blow  to  his  sup- 
porters. Major  Vllllers  learned  from 
the  Chancellor  of  Bonn  University,  a 
•member  of  a  crack  officers'  club 
which  Just  before  the  armistice  band- 
ed Its  members  together  with  a  view 
to  protecting  the  Kalaer's  person  Jn 
the, .  event  of  any  personal  danger 
threatening  him,  that  they  could 
never  get  over  their  Emperor's  deser- 
tion. It  was  simply  owing  to  the 
pressure  of  the  German  •  politicians, 
who  thought  they  would  get  better 
terms  if  they  approached  the  Allies 
as  a  republic  rather  than  as  a  mon- 
archy, that  the  Emperor  decided  to 
do  what  he  did — an  act  which  was 
the  greatest  possible  humiliation  to 
the  officers'  corpa 

The  people  In  the  occupied  territorr 
were  very  well  disciplined,  "they  had 
been  told  that  they  were  to  do  every- 
thing they  couliL  for  the  British,  so 
as  to  avoid  any  trouble.  The  big 
merchant  bankers  of  Cologne  were 
very  glad  to  see  the  British  Army  of 
occupation,  because  they  knew  the 
presence  of  troops  would  stop  any 
rioting.  But  the  poor  pmople  obvious- 
ly disliked  the  British  very  intensely. 
The  whole  l>ollcy  of  the  occupation 
was  to  encourage  industry  and  keep 
the  men  at  work.  All  the  shell  fac- 
trles  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Rhinfc 
were  allowed  to  continue  making 
their  shells  provided  they  did  not  as- 
semble them,  thus,  by  keeping  the 
populace  occupied,  making  it  possible 
gradually  to  convert  the  country  from 
a  war  footing  to  a  peace  footing.  All 
the  shells  afterwards,  at  the  Instruc- 
tions of  the  British  Ordnance,  were 
destroyed. 

Before  coming  to  Canada  some 
years  before  the  war  Major  Vllllers 
served  in  the  14th  Hussars.  He  was 
awarded  the  D.S.O.   In  January,   1917. 

MAJOR  HOCKING  BACK 

Has  Gone  to  Ills  Home  at  Deep 
Bar — Went  Overseas  With 
SSth  Battalion,  1*16 
Major  N.  P.  Hocking  returned  from 
overseas  July  4th,  and  proceeded  to 
his  old  home  at  Deep  Bay,  North 
gaanich.  He  Joined  the  88th  Fusiliers 
on  November  13,  1815,  and  left  with 
the  battalion  for  overseas  on  May  88, 
1918,  as  a  private.  He  received  a 
commission  in  the  Inland  Water 
Transport  Section  of  Royal  Engineers 
on  September  12,  1918,  left  for  Meso- 
potamia on  December  24,  1918.  His 
past  experienise  with  river  craft  and 
natives  led  to  his  rapid  promotion 
and  a  position  on  the  staff  iks  deputy 
director  of  vessels.  He  was  twice 
mentioned  in  dispatches.  Before  the 
war  Major  Hocking  held  a  commis- 
sion In  the  Victoria  Command,  Legion 
of   Fron'lersmen.

Though  much  has  been  aaVl  about 
the  work  of  aeroplanes  and  seaplanes, 
the  value  of  the  dirigible  in  sub  hunt- 
Ins  has  not  received  the  same  publi- 
city. Lieut.  N.  KIrlipatrick-Crocket. 
K:  A.  F..  is  said  to  be  the  only  man  in 
Victoria  who  was  connected  with  this 
branch  of  the  service.  He  served  with 
the  Heaplunes  first,  and  later  was- an 
officer  on  various  dirigibles.  Including 
the  huge  R-37. 

Out  of  the  excitements  of  R.  A.  F. 
life  Lieut  Klrkpatrlck-Croclcet.  a 
member  of  the  Aerial  League  of  Can- 
ada, has  selected  the  strafing  of  a'U- 
boat  by  a  Blimp  that  he  was  In.  and 
here  Is  the  story  that  he  tells: 

It  was  a .  bright  June  morning  In 
1918,  quite  a  change  after  the  weather 
we  had  been  having  for  the  past  fort- 
night, in  fact  the  weather  had  been 
so  bad  for  the  Naval  Air  Service  Sta- 
tions on  the  Northeaiit  cout  that  It 
had  cost  the  British  Mercantile  Marine 
In  the  (neighborhood  of  An  extra  30,- 
000  tons  In  shipping.  The  scene  was 
the  gun  room  of  a  royal  naval  sta- 
tion in  Bast  York.  A  number  of  fUght 
8Ub-lleutenant«  of  the  dirigibles  sec- 
tion of  the  ^Royal  Naval  Air  Service 
were  at  table  partaking  of  an  early 
breakfast,  all  eager  for  a  chance  to 
recontinue  their  patrols,  when  a  mes- 
senger came  in  from  the  wireless  sta- 
tion with  a  signal  that  a  vessel  was 
seeking  help  100  miles  out  to  sea  and 
was  ^elng  continually  shelled  by  a 
submarine.  Ordert:  were  immediately 
given  to  man  all  serviceable  ^hlps.  a 
crew  being  detailed  to  take  up  a  pa- 
trAl  and  go  to  the  assistance  of  the 
vessel  with  the  hope  of  the  destruction 
if  possible  of  the  submarine.  We  had 
not -flown  for  a  fortnight  And  naving 
taken  advantage  of  the  rest,  every- 
thing was  in  shipshape  order.  Our 
Blimp  type  of  airship  was  detailed 
for  the  work — and  was  accordingly 
walked  out.  We  climbed  Into  the  car, 
all  too  eager  to  get  on  our  way. 

"Hands  off,  ease  up  the  guys,"  was 
the  ^harp  order.  "Hang  on;  more 
ballast;.  In."  Again,  "Hands  off;  ease 
up  the  guys,  hang  on,"  shouted  the 
pilot.  "Ship  at  equilibrium,  sir;  all 
correct.  Bombs  two  230,  two  100,  four 
trays  of  ammunition,  evei^thlng  all 
correct,  sir?"  Again  the  order  "Hands 
off;  ease  up  the  g\iys;  lets'  go."  We 
had  started  on  our  way  bn  a  south- 
westerly breeze  which  was  in  our  fa- 
vor and  would  get  us  to  our  object  at 
an  air  speed  of   100    miles  an   hour. 

Ship*  Torpedoed 

We  had  bden  flying  in  the  direction 
northeast  for  about  one  hour  when 
we  picked  up.a  signal  from  a  destroyer 
tellintr  us  that  she  was  endeavoring  to 
Intercept  the  A-86  transport,  which 
was  sinking  fast  by  the  stern  through 
being  torpedoed  by  an  enemy  aubmar- 
-^Ine,  We  had  replied  giving  our  rec- 
ognition signal  and  said  we  wore  m.\k- 
Ing  directly  for  her.  The  lime  was 
then  8:15  a.  m.  We  had  b^en  going 
about  another  quarter  of  an  hour  at 
an  altitude  of  1.2oi  feet,  and  could 
clearly  see  on  the  horizon  pufTs  of 
smoke  from  a  gun  being  fired  by  a 
submarine  at  us.  We  were,  owing  to 
the  direction  of  the  wind,  unablo  to 
Immediately  make  for  It  and  had  to 
circle  round  in  order  to  keei>  outside 
Its  gun  range.  After  six  hours'  con- 
tinuous chasing  we  managed  to  got 
round  to  attack  him,  but  he  sub- 
merged fully  half  an  hour  oefore  wo 
could  come  to  the  spot  «nd  the  crew 
were  unable  to  determine  which  way 
he  had  gone,  the  sub  having  sent  up 
wreckage  to  decoy  us.  We  made  a 
signal  to  m,  drifter  that  we  were  oVer 
the  oil  where  the  submarine  had  sunk 
and  she'lmmediatelx  came  to  our  help 
and  propped  depth  bombs. 

Dogging  Sob 

Again  at  a  distance  of  about  eight 
miles  in  the  opposite  direction  the 
submarine  appea^'ed  on  the  surfac« 
and  flred  one  shot,  which  just  missed 
our  envelope  and  exploded  some  one 
hundred  yards  on  the  port  bow.  We 
again  took  up  the  chase,  but  the  sub. 
marine  eluded  us  again  by  the  same 
tactics  we ,  were  determined  not  to 
wante  our  bombs  until  we  could  be 
poHitive  of  catching  him  and  mak- 
ing  a   oortain    hit. 

We  had  been  chasing  the  submarine 
up  to  this  period  for  six  hours  and 
decided  that  owing  to  being  more  than 
100  miles  away  from  our  han«ars  wc 
should  make  a  Hignal  and  return  and 
be  relieved.  At  13.20,  navaWime,  our 
relief  was  Highted  about  20  miles  away 
flying  directly  for  us.  We  returned  to 
oUr  base.  In  two  hours  we  were  rc- 
fllling  our  petrol  tanks,  adjusting  the

By  thla  time- all  tracks  of  the  «ub- 
marine  was  again-lost,  but  we  decided 
to  still  keep  there  and  hunt  her  down. 
It  being  apparent  that  she  was  deter- 
mined to  stay  around  that  area  for 
some  good  reason.  In  fact  a  convoy 
waii  due  to  pass  through  in  another 
Ave  hours.  We  liad  been  continually 
watching  for  some  hours  when  our 
adversary  again^appeared.  This  time 
we  were  able  to  pick  up  a  big  swirl 
pool  as  he  submerged  and  were  so 
close  ^  to  be 'able  to  cover  him  with 
our  guns.  It  was  evident  by  his  hurry

Great  excitement  prevailed  amongst 
the  crew  of  the  J^ftle  blimp,  which 
was  hovering  over  so  great  a  prize.  In 
the  excitement  to  drop  the  bombs  the 
release  was  pulled  with  such  a  jerk  as 
to  completely  carry  It  away,  the 
bombs  not  dropping.  The  'engineer 
with  dogged  pluck  climbed  over  the 
side  of  the  car,  on  to  the  landing  skids 
to  mend  (he  broken  parts. 

The  only  thing  which  could  be  pos- 
sibly ^one  was  to  follow  up  the  track 
of  the  submarine  by  the  oil  streams, 
keeping  up  a  constant  wireless  sig- 
nal with  drifters  and  destroyers  which 
would  be  able  to  overtake  us  within 
about  half  an  hour.  Following  the 
tracks  of  the  submarine  for  a  further 
three  hours,  each  minute  knowing  that 
the  supply  of  gasoline  would  give  out 
and  set  us  at  the  mercy  of  the  wind, 
we  found  that  the  submarine  made 
complete  circles  and  each  time  was 
drawing  closer  to  the  shore  and  lying

Got  Him! 

The  submarine  again  made  a  dash 
for  liberty,  cruising  In  the  direction 
of  Newcastle.  After  twelve  hours' 
continuous  chase  all  trace  of  the  wily 
U-boat  wus  lost.  About  twenty  miles 
oft  Newcastle,  however,  a  mine  sweep- 
ing vessel  signalled  us  that  a  sub- 
marine was  heard  through  the  hydro- 
phones, and  following  her  up  we  were 
able  to  drop  the  remaining  bombs. 

Late  in  the  morning  on  the  follow- 
ing day  a  young  naval  flight  oRicer, 
placed  an  "X"  on  area ,  New- 
castle district,  remarking,  "Well,  boys, 
that  makes  a  round  dozen  for  our  little 
outflt.

Mlsaas  Wells  "carried  on"  until  the 
end.  and  tukvp  but  recently  returned 
to  Caoadsu  « Besides  dally  exploaiuns 
In  aomft  #»rt  of  the  factory,  they 
were  In  every  air  raid,  and  their  ex^ 
Inordinary  pluck  aiid  enduranoa 
would  be  bard  to  excel.  They  have 
nome  through  w(th  their  trying  ex- 
periences without  showing  any  Indi- 
cation of  nervous  strain. 

Th«  aiatera  wera  the  first  two 
woman  to  cntar  the  danger  room  of 
Woolwich  Arsenal  when  the  call 
came  for  volunteers  In  November, 
Itlfi.  and  they  remained  after  the 
signing  of  the  armistice  until  Janu- 
ary, 1»M.  For  a  while  there  were 
twelve  women  in  the  danger  roonu 
and  these  were  later  Increased  to 
about  1,600.  a  remarkable  tribute  to 
f  women's  eflldency  In  delicate  and 
'  dangerous  occupations.  The  work 
comprised  tho  filling  of  cartridges 
and  incendiary  bullets  need  by  air- 
craft, and  all  labored  a  12-hour  day 
frem  7  a.m. 

Both  /sisters  were  over-supervleors. 
bne  taking  charge  of  the  girls  from 
a  welfare  standpoint,  and  the  other 
overseeing  the  efflciency  of  their 
work.  When  there  was  an  accident 
It  was  Mlsa  Wells  who  rendered  first 
aid  and^  rnshad  the  patient  off  to  the 
ambulance.^  while  In  the  air  raids 
both  sisters  led  the  organised  procea- 
slon  which  evacuated  the  building. 
At  first  the  workers  used  to  remain 
in  the  Arsenal  witn  lighU  out,  but 
later  It  was  found  safer  to  leave. 
There  yere  quite  a  number  of  nasty 
accidents^  th«  Miss«b  Wells  admit, 
but  no  ^D  many  considering  the  na- 
ture of  the  work.  There  were  about 
thlity-slx  workshops  doing  different 
braffehns  of  the  work  at  Woolwich, 
and  it  was  In  onj»  of  them  that  the 
terrible  accident  occurred  when  a 
Miss  Peters  had  her  eyesight  com- 
pletely destroyed.

French  Red  Cross  Society  Re- 
ceives Gratifying  Response 
to  Yesterday's  Appeal — 
S&ti/rday's  Cabaret  to  Assist 


Victorians  contributed  over  12,800 
to  the  tag  day  collection  made  yester- 
day by  the  French  Red  Cross  Society 
In  behalf  of  the  fund  for  rehabilitat- 
ing the  devastated  French  areas  and 
restoring  to  their  homes  the  war  wid- 
ows and  orphans  of  poilus,  who  died 
for  France.

HEAVYWEIGHT  CHAMP 

New  Tilleiiolder  Llke>ly  to  Rotain 
Position  for  >!any  Years— Will  Fight 
all  Contenders  bat  Draws  Color  Lino 

When  Jack  Dempsey  toppled  the 
giant  Jess  WlUard  for  the  hea>'y- 
weight  title  of  the  world  in  Toledo, 
Ohio,  •  the  other  day  he  sat  In  the 
championaRlp  chair  with  the  diattnc- 
tlon  of  being  the  youngest  boxer  ever 
holding    the    heavyweight    crown. 

Dempsey  was  a  few  days  past  24 
when  he  gained  the  honor.  It  is  true 
that  Jim  Jeffries  and  John  L.  Sulli- 
van annexed  the  championship,  at 
the   25   mark. 

Bob  FItBslmmons  was  the  oldest 
man  to  cop  the  honor.  "Ruby 
Robert"  was  34  years  old  when  he 
defeated  Jim  Corbett  at  Carson  City, 
Nev.  Corbett  was  26  when  he 
punched  his  w»y  to  a  victory  over 
Sullivan.  Tommy  Burns  had  reached 
the  age  of  25.  when  he  was  looked 
upon  as  the  biggest  thing  In  pugi- 
lism. Jack  Johnson  hit  the  30  mark 
while  Wlllard  said  he  waJi  only  28 
when  he  downed  Johnson,  although 
many  arc  of  the  opinion  that  he 
was   much  older. 

With  youth  In  4ils  favor  and  care- 
ful living  Den^paey  should  hold  the 
title  for  many  years  to  come.  At 
present  there  Is  no  one  who  expects 
to  defeat  him  In  a  battle  over  a  dis- 
tance. He  has  been  successful  In 
the  majority  of  his  bouts  in  shott 
order,  but  a  fellow  like  Willie 
Meehan.  who  always  gave  the  cham- 
pion trouble,  might  oawie  hin  to 
take  more  time  than  it  did  to  flatten 
Jess  Wiliard.

Reports  of 
their  last  battle  in  PhlladelphU  said 
that  Jack  gave%Bi1ly  a  terrible  lac- 
ing; that  he  pulled  his  punches  near 
the  end  and  the  St.  Paul  boxer  man- 
aged  to  stay  the   limit. 

Dempaey  hss  also  announced  that 
he  has  drawn  the  color  line.  This 
was  to  be  expected  after  what  th* 
managers  of  the  gentleman  of  color 
tried  to  put  over  on  th«  new  cham- 
pion In  a  benefit  in  New  Tork  not 
long  ago.

Says  The  New  York  Times:' 
When  about  30  cents'  worth  of  cot- 
ton run  through  an  automatic  loom 
catr  benotd  at  wholesale  to  converters 
for  11.08,  and  a  pound  of  wool  cost- 
ing about  11.75  turned  Into  cloth 
fetches  |4  or  more  at  the  mill,  the 
question  is  raised,  What  is  an  ade- 
quate or  reasonable  margin  or  profit? 
And  the  same  inquiry  comes  to  the 
minds  of  many  as  regards  the  gar- 
ments into  which  the  fabrics  are  put, 
with  each  stage  of  manufacture  show- 
ing a   proportionate   Increase   in  profit 

taking,  all  of  which  has  to  be  paid  by 
a  consumer.  It  Is  conceded  every- 
where that  prices  are  inflated  and  the 
profits  inordinate,  but  the  claim  Is 
made  that  the  result  arises  from  the 
unchecked  working  of  the  law  of  sup- 
ply and  demand,  and  that  It  Is  good 
business  "to  make  hay  wh)le  the  sun 
shines."  The  Information  and  Educa- 
tion Service  of  the  Department  of 
Lrfibor  has  been  trying  to  get  the 
opinion  of  business  men,  btfnkers,  and 
editors  as  to  the  probable  course  of 
future  prices.  Thus  far  the  greater 
number  of  those  asked  have  expressed 
the  view  that  the  hl^h  prices  will  last 
a  long  time.  Some  even  profess  to 
believe  that  this  wilt  be  a  good  thing. 
One  response  put  this  on  th^  f^Sais  of 
Justice.  The  argument  was  that  the 
Government  borrowed  billions  of  dol- 
lars ^t  a  time  when  prices  were  high 
and  that  if  prices  receded  the  billions 
would  have  to  be  put  back  at  twice 
their  present  value.  Therefore,  the 
prices  should  be  kept  up  so  that  the 
bonds  should  be  paid  in  money  of  the 
same  value  as  that  with  which  they 
were  purchased.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
however,  prices  arc  now  higher  than 
thcV  were  when  the  bonds  were  sold. 
It  win  be  years  before  the  bonds  arc 
paid,  knd  the  query  still  is  how  long 
will  the  public  submit  to  the  exces- 
sive charges?

INSTRUCTRESS  IN 

FOOD  CONSERVATION 

Miss  Olive  M.  Hayes,  who  during 
the  last  year  of  the  war  was  em- 
ployed by  the  Canadian  Food  Board 
to  teach  and  illustrate  methods  of 
food  conservation,  is  now  engaged  In 
a  simllor  capacity  by  the  Provincial 
Department  of  Agriculture.  .  Miss 
Hayes  recently  helped  to  establish  a 
canning  factory  on  a  co-operative 
basis  at  Brrington,  Vancouver  Island, 
giving  demonstrations  as  to  the  best 
methods  of  preserving  different 
fruits.  Errlngton  is  on  the  Alberni 
branch  of  the  E.  &  N.  Railway,  about 
five  miles  from  Parksvllle.  There  Is 
an  experimental  farm  in  the  neigh- 
borhood and  large  quantities  of  logan- 
berries are  grown  with  other  small 
fruits.  Cucumbers  form  '  another 
profitable    crop. 

There  should.  Miss  Hayes  believes, 
be  a  great  many  of  these  co-opera- 
tive canning  associations  In  fruit 
growing  districts,  so  that  berries 
which  cannot  reach  the  market  in 
good  condition  would  not  be  wasted. 
There  Is  a  gr^at  deal  of  Jam  Imported 
Into  this  Province  which  should  not 
only  make  Its  own  supply  but  have  a 
sucpliis  for  export. 

To  help  women  at  home  to  can 
their  own  fruit  and  vegetables.  Miss 
Hayes  has  prepared  a  bulletin  which 
Is  now  In  the  hands  of  the  King's 
Printer  and  Wlll|  very  shortly  be 
ready  for  distribution  through  the 
Women's  Institutes. 

That  there  Is  a  great  need  through- 
out tiris  whole  Province  of  teach- 
ing girls,  especially  the  older  girls, 
while  they  are  at  school,  how  to  man- 
age a  household.  Miss  Hayes  Is  con- 
vinced. Education  will  not  be  com- 
plete, she  thinks,  until  generous  space 
In  left  on  the  curriculum  for  the  arts 
of  home-making  and  the  principles 
which  underlie  them.

In  the  southeast  corner  of  France,  nestling  in 
the  shadow  of  the  snow-capped  Pyrenees  moun- 
tams  and  near  the  sparkling  waters  of  the  Medi- 
terranean, lies  thf  little  town  of  Rewesaltea.  The 
slopes  around  are  covered  with  vineyards  where 
the  grapes  grow  from  whicji  the  sweet-scented 
muscat  wine  is  made.  The  wine  is  poured  into 
oaken  barrels  and  kept  for  many  years,  before  it 
is  told,  in  cool  wine  cellars. 

Rewesaltes  is  very  old,  for  in  the  centre  is  one 
of  the  strong  towers  which  the  Saracens  built  to 
guard  their  conquests.  In  this  quaint  old  tower 
was  born  more  than  sixty-seven  years  ago,  Jacques 
Cesaire  Joflfre,  whom  'all  the  world  knows  as  the

For  six  months  she  worked 
for  various  toy-makers,  and  then  brimming  over 
with  ideas  and  enthusiasm  she  launched  out  on 
her  own,  with  only  two  girls  to  help  her. 
A  Miniature  Factory 

And  now  she  runs  a  miniature  toy  factory  on 
a  co-operative  system  and  employs  from  13  to  15 
assistants. 

"Tell  me  how  you  have  achieved  such  success?" 
I  asked  her. 

"Well,  it  has  been  hard  work,"  she  answered, 
"especially  for  the  first  two  years,  when  it  was  an 
uphill  struggle  all  the  time.  .  So  many  people 
have  tried  to  do  this  work  and  failed,  but  I  have 
determined  to  make  a  speciality  of  finish  and  effect, 
and  now  orders  simply  pour  in.  1  have  many 
inquiries  from  .\broad;  in  fact,  this  large  case  is 
just  off  to  Australia.  Once  I  get  a  trial  order 
it  is  nearly  always  repeated,  and  I  can  now'^ee 
quite  a  big  future  before  me." 

Then  she  explained  how  she  visits  the  "Zoo" 
and  studies  and  sketches  the  animals  there,  and 
afterwards  vc^>'  often  makes  a  clay  model  over 
which  to  fit  the  toy  pattern.  Special  cutters  cut 
out  flat  patterns,  which  are  afterwards  stuffed  and 
machined  up,  and  finally  all  the  finishing  touches 
are  added.

Prior  to  the  vjivention  of  soap,  fuller's 
earth  was  largely  used  for  cleansing  pui'poses,  and 
the  juice  of  certain  plants  served  a  similar  purpose. 
The  earth  was  spread  upon  cloth,  stamped  in  with 
the  feet  and  subsequently  removed  by  scouring.  It 
was  also  used  in  baths,  and  as  late  even  as  the 
eighteenth  century  was  employed  by  the  Romans 
in  that  way.

^^Rise  of  England's  Naval  Supremacy" 


The  following  essay  on  "The  Rise  of  England's 
Naval  Supremacy"  was  written  by  Mary  Ringer, 
who  is  in  her  second  year  at  the  Rcvelstoke  High 
School.  Because  of  the  merit  displayed  and  her 
knowledge  of  the  subject  she  was  presented  with 
a  prize  book  by  the  B.  C.  Division  of  the  Navy 
League  of  Canada.  The  essay  was  writen  fol- 
lowing a  visit  to  the  Revelstokc  High  School  by 
Mrs.  C.  D.  Neroutsos,  the  Hon.  Educational  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy  League  when  she  spoke  on  the 
subject. 
"  Mary's  father  sirved  in  the  Canadian  Army 
answering  the  call  in  1885  and  again  in  1914,  when 
he  was  in  France  with  the  7th  Battalion.  The 
essay  follows: 

The  first  dawn  of  commerce  brought  to  the 
British  Isles  over  the  sea  was  when  the  Phoeni- 
cians came  to  Britain  in  search  of  tin  mines.  The 
Phoenicians  at  that  time  held  the  supremacy  of  the 
seas  and  their  chief  port  was  Carthage.  They 
had  a  much  .hated'enemy,  Rome.  Rome  patiently 
waited  for  her  day  to  come  and  gathering  her 
young  men  togetiier.  taught  them  to  row  their 
galleys  on  land.  Then  when  /they  could  perform 
their  duties  accurately  on  land,  they  were  placed 
in,  the  open  sea  and  they  directed  their  pa-<<sage  to 
Carthage,  which  at  that  time  had  become  intoxi- 
cated with  power  and  thought  that  no  one  could 
ever  conquer  them  or  their  Navy.  The  result  was 
that  the  brave  young  Romans  left  Carthage  in  a 
mass  of  smouldering  ruins. 

In  880  A.D.,  during  the  reign  of  .\lfred,  when 
the  Danes  attacked  England,  Alfred  saw  that  it 
was  necessary  to  have  a  land  force,  hut  most  of 
all  a  navy  to  guard  the  coa.sts  of  England.  Alfre*! 
built  small  boats  and  manned  them  with  men  and 
the  Danes  were  driven  from  England.  This  was 
the   beginning   of  the    British-  Navy. 

In  the  reign  of  Richard  Coeur  de  Leon,  the 
.Turks  began  to  plunder  the  Holy  Land  and 
Richard  decided  to  Uad  his  army  to  the  Holy 
Land  and  save  it  from  the  hands  of  the  Saracens. 
Richard,  in  order  to  go  on  this  Crusade,  had  to 
take  with  him' English  soldiers  and  he  transported 
tbem  over  the  -sea  to  the  Holy  Land.  This  was 
the  first  time  that  B/itish  troops  were  ever  trans- 
ported over  water  to  f^ht. 

We  must  now  s^a'n  the  pages  of  history  and 
pass  to  the  period  of  discovery  in  the  reign  of 
Henvy  VII.  John  Cabot  was  sent  otit  by  that  king 
to  take  possession  of  undiscovered  lands  over  the 
seas  for  the  British  Empire.  Thu«  the  British 
Navy  played  a  great  part  in  adding  colonies  and 
growth  to  our  Great  Empire 


In  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.,  which  is  an  in- 
teresting one  to  everyone,  mostly  because  he  had 
six  wives  and  was  a  great  reformer,  but  to  the 
British  Navy  his  name  holds  a  high  and  proud 
place,  for  he  was  the  first  man  to  launch  a  largo 
war  vessel.  England,  of  cosirse,  since  that  day 
has  greatly  altered  the  vessels  and  improved  upon 
them  as  more  science  and  learning  has  spread 
throughout  the  world. 

The  next  great  event  on  the  sea  for  Eni^tand 
was  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  when  Spain 
held  the  supremacy  of  the  seas  and  was  about  to 
conquer  England  with  the  Armada.  Elizabeth 
sent  a  call  throughout  the  country  and  every  brave 
and  patriotic  Englishman,  rallied  to  her  support. 
In  the  end  the  Armada  was  conquered  by  the  easy 
management  of  the  Englii>h  smaller  boats  in  com- 
parison with  the  heavy  massive  ships  of  the 
Spaniards  and  also  because  the  men  had  their 
hearts  in  their  work  and  fought  for  Liberty  and 
England.  Gradually  Spain's  power  at  sea  began 
to  decline  and  today  she  has  no  great  sea  power. 

We  pass  again  over  many  pages  of  history  till 
we  come  to  one  of  England's  greatest  events  ort 
the  seas  and  that  is  Nelson's  victory  at  Trafalgar. 
~,JIere  the  British  defeated  the  French  and  Span- 
iards.'* .Velson  chased  the  enemy  for  days  before 
they  came  to  battle.  Our  brave  and  noble  sea- 
man gave  his  life  for  England  in  this  battle  and 
since  that  day  Lord  Nelson  has  been  a  model 
for  the  British  sailor,  and  many  badges  on  their 
uniforms  are  worn  in  honor  of  him,  such  as  the 
braid  on  their  collars,  cords  and  ties. 

From  the  time  of  Nelson  to  the  present  war, 
the  British  Navy  has  held  the  supremacy  of  the 
seas  and  also  guarded  it  from  pirates.  The 
British  Merchant  Marine  has  maintained  com- 
merce and  contact  between  Great  Britain  and  her 
colonies  and  other  countries. 

The  British  Navy  has  done  wonderful  work  in 
the  Great  War.  It  ■  has  successfully  coped  with 
the  German  Fleet  and  the  submarines  and  in  doinc 
so  it  has  paved  the  world  from  being  ruled  by  the 
German  ^mptre.  The  battleships  have  also 
guarded  the  Merchant  Marine  while  earrying  sol- 
diers from  England  and  her  colonies  io  France, 
also  hospital  supplies  and  food.  The  British 
Fleet  may  now  be  seen  lying  nt  Scapa  Plow  and 
Firth  of  Forth— the  German  fleet  sailed  up  and 
surrendered  to  it  at  the  latter  plaee.  The  troop 
•hips  are  now  bringing  the  boys  home  after  tketr 
Great  Victory  on  the  land,  Tn  later  years  it  Is 
hoped  that  Brhain  will  always  hold  the  ntpremucf 
on  the  sea*  and  uphold  the  BritUh  Honor  lot 
which  many  have  ghcn  their  lives.

RECIPIES 


Salvation  Army  Doughnuts 
The  official     recipe  .for     the     Salvation     Army 
doughnut  is  as  follows:    Five  cups  of  flour,  2  cups 
of  sugar,  5  teaspoons  of  baking  powder,  I  saltspoon 
of  salt,  2  eggs,  I  tablespoon  of  lard  and  1  3-4  cups 
of  milk.      This     makes     four     dozen     doughnuts. 
Halving  the  recipe  for  family  use  it  would  read: 
Two  and  a  half  cups  of  flour,   i   cup  of  sugar,   T 
egg,  2  teaspoons  of  lard,  pinch  of  salt,  2  1-2  tea- 
spoons of  baking  powder  and  3-4  of  a  cup  of  milk. 
This  yields  two  dozen  doughnuts  and  butter  ma^ 
be  used  instead  of  lard  if  desired.    A  dash  of  nut- 
meg is  also  a  pleasant  addition. 

Some  coOks  say  it  is  in  the  making,  others  that 
it  is   in   the   frying,   which   makes     for   success   in 
doughnut  cookery,  but  it  is  really  a  fifty-fifty  prop- 
osition.    The  dough  must  be  thoroughly  kneaded, 
rolled  smooth,  and  the  rings  cut  the  exact  thickness, 
a  quarter  of  an  inch,  and  the  rings  gently  slipped 
into  the  hot  fat  which  must  be  hot  enough  to  smoke 
but  not  burn  the  dough.      A  long  handled  fork  is 
used  to  turn  the  doughnuts,  two  or  three  times  so 
they  cook  evenly,  then  to  lift  them,  poising  them 
above  the  kettle  a  moment  to  drip  off  the  extra  fat 
before  placing  them  on  a  plate  and  dusting  them 
with  powdered  sugar.

In  the  little  black-and-gold  living  room,  with  its 
orange  hangings,  that  is  the  central  feature  of  a 
certain  fascinating  rooftop  apartment,  there  is  no 
room  for  a  table     other     than  a  nest     of  dainty 
Chiocse  Ucquer  ublcs  in  black  and  gold;  so,  when 
the  inhabitant  of  this  attractive     abode     invites  a

Next, 
she  made  a  cloth  of  heavy  gold-colored  linen,  hem- 
stitching it  all  around  with  ravellngs  of  the  linen. 
This  was  well  suited  to  the  room  and  also  to  the 
China,    the  combination     suggesting     cowslips     or 
daffodils.  , 

Oold  Stencilling 
Now,  however,  the  glory  of  that  golden  linen 
is  quite  eclipsed  by  a  new  table  .cover  of  black  oil- 
cloth, .the  pebbled  variety  which  does  not  remind 
one  at  all  of  patent  leather.  It  is  squar?,  with 
rounded  corners,  and  for  decoration  has  stencilled 
upon  it,  in  gold  paint,  a  design  of  conventionalized 
roses. 

Three  shades  of  the  gold  were  used,  with  ^ 
pleasing  effect.  These  ranged  from  a  S6ft  dull 
shade  to  a  real  orange,  thus  harmonizing  perfectly 
with  the  color  scheme  -of  the  room.  The  stenciled 
— design  filled  -the  corners  to  a  <^<^^»^h  ef4«n  inches 
or  more,  and  on  each  side  of  the  cloth,  between 
the  corners  aSid  near  the  edge,  were  smaller  motifs 
of  the  design.  Instead  of  binding  the  edges  with 
ribbon,  as  some  are  finished,  this  cover  had  gold 
splashed  on  it,  making  a  sort  of  border  in  cloud 
effect,  which  added  an  attractive  final  touch. 

As  this  black  oilcloth  had  a  white  reverse  side 
which,  where  if  showed,  would  not  have  harmon- 
ized ith  its  upper  surface  or  ♦he  color  scheme  of 
the  rt^om,  the  artist  who  fashioned  the  tablecover 
painted  this  reverse  black,  thus  making  of  the 
whole  thing  a  most  uiiusual  and  beautiful  bit  of 
decoration.  'WhenJhc  dainty  china  was  grouped 
tipon  it,  togetheif  with  various  accessories  of  brass 
and  copper,  the  whole  effect  was  charming.

Scott  Originated  Opal  Myth 

Sir   Walter   Scott   was   the   creator   of   the   opal 
myth.     In   "Anne  of   Gcierstein,"  one  of  his  later 
novels,  written  in  the  early  part  of  the  nineteenth 
century,  he  Introduced  an  opal  which  was  supposed 
to  be  endowed  with  magic  powers,  which  brought 
disaster  and  tragedy  to  all  who  came  within  its  in- 
fluence, says  The  Detroit  News,      The  sjory  of  the 
master  romancer  of  his  time  was  widely  read  and 
the   superstitution   that  all  opals  are   unlucky    wa* 
born.       It   traveled  around  the  world  and  became 
firmly  fixed  in  the  popular  imagination.

One  is  inclined,  at  the  first  mention  of  it,  to 
speak  rather  contemptuously  or  slightingly  a»4  to 
question  its  general  adaptability. 

If  you  chance  to  drop  in  at  the  luxurious  ottce* 
of  a  tea  company  any  afternoon  between  j  a«4  4 
o'^ock,  you  will  see  a  itractical  dcmonatratioa  of 


thia  custom,  for  it  is  a  regular  occurrence  there. 
The  office  force'  resta  to  ory  15  minntes  while  a 
neatly  attired,  daintly  befrocked  maid  circles 
aroand  among  the  employees  and  cheers  them  up 
with  cup^  of  ^steaming  hot  fragrant  tea.  The  tea 
if  served  with  wafers  or  crackers  and  free  of 
charge. 

The  company  believes  it  preserves  and  exem- 
plifies the  atmosphere' of  the  bonse  in  eofflm«rciai 
life.

A  traveller  has  taid,  when  speaking  of  Spaniib 
Imi*,  that  tfcey  ware  "kinda  of  «hcUcr,  where  cer- 
tain men,  naned  innkeeper*,  supplied  you,  for  a 
night,  with  smoke  and  vermin!"  Another  has  added 
that  in  the  hostclries  of  the  country  of  the  Cid, 
"it  was  not  the  hosts  who  fed  their  travellers  but 
the  travellers  who  fed  their  hosts!"  Finally,  a 
contemporary  writer  has  just  published  the  fact 
that  strangers,  who  travelled  through  the  eastern 
provinces  of  the  Iberian  Peninsula  had  to  bring 
their  beds  or  else  ifould  have  to  sleep  in  sheets 
sewn  on  greasy  woollen  mattresses,  and  changed 
only  every  Spring! 

Whatever  truth  there  may  be  in  these  observa- 
tions, at  any  rate  it  is  a  fact  that  the  inns  of  our 
time  are  far  superior  to  those  one  met  in  Spain 
two  centuries  ago.  At  that  time  there  were  only, 
(n  fact,  sorts  of  caravansaries,  frequented  hy  mule- 
leers,  who  found  in  them  litter  for  themselves  and 
their  mules.  The  most  comfortable  onfs  alone 
had,  beside  the  stable  and  common  room,  a  loft

Ypres  Must  Not  Become  Pleasure  Resort

.^s  the  result  of  a  recent  visit  to  the  Belgian 
front,  I  desire  to  add  my  most  earnest  support  to 
the  appeal  that  immediate  steps  should  be  taken 
to  protect  Ypres  from  the  vandalism  threatened  by 
the  erection  of  cheap  restaui'ants,  post-card  shops, 
and  souvenir  bazaars.  Ypres  must  never  be  suf- 
fered to  become  a  pleasure  resort,  and  all  pro- 
vision for  the  convenience  of  visitors  must  be  kept 
well  away  from  the  more  historic  ruins  of  the  town, 
.^nd  when  one  sees  the  "Panorama"  building  at 
Waterloo  and  remembers  the  difficulty  with  which, 
some  years  ago.  an  attempt  to  erect  villas  on  the 
battlefield  was  foiled,  one  realizes  the  urgent  ne- 
cessity of  protecting  Ypres  before  it  is  too  late. 

It  was  four  years  since  I  had  last  been  on  the 
Belgian  front.  In  those  days  Nieuport,  daily 
bombarded,  was  a  place  to  leave  as  soon  as  one 
felt  that  one  could  do  so  with  any  decency.  But 
one  tower  at  least  was  still  standing,  and  the  large 
underground  population  of  Zouaves  and  Fusiliers 
Marins  supplied  a  human  interest  which  the  place 
lacks  utterly  today.  Now,  there  is  httle  to  see  at 
Nieuport  but  the  famous  sluices,  by  which  the  in- 
undations were  controlled,  and  which  have  been 
patched  up  temporarily  so  as  to  keep  out  the  sea 
water.  They  were  the  scene  of  much  heroism 
during  the  bombardments.  The  lock-keeper,  who 
has  been  there  throughout  the  war,  describes  how 
naked  Belgians  repaired  the  gates  under  heavy  fire, 
up  to  their  waists  in  water  and  dangling  at  the 
end  of  a  rope.  There  is  a  concrete  tuiuiel  under 
the  river  which  enabled  access  to  be  had  to  the 
advanced  posts  at  Lombartzyde.  At  Nieuport, 
Nature,  is  doing  her  best  to  hide  the  ruins  wrought 
by  man.  and  there  are  abundant  crops  of  grass 
wherever  a  patch  of  soil  is  left  in  which  grass  can 
grow. 

But  at  Dixmude  and  Ypres  there  is  no  trace 
of  vegetation.  Dixmude  is  even  more  completely 
obliterated  thin  Nieuport.  The  well-known 
Minoterie  tower,  which  in  1915  commanded  all  the 
approaches  from  the  Belgian  side,  is  now  but  a 
mound  of  rubble,  out  of  which  the  bars,  of  the 
reinforced  .concrete  with  which  the  enemy  had 
lined  the  tower  project  like  pins  from  a  pin-, 
cushion.  -The  area  which  was  covered  ijy  the 
inundations  has  now  a  crop  of  rank  weeds,  which, 
emerging  from  the  grey  mud.  give  a  curiously  de- 
pressing aspect  to  the  landscape.  No  one  knows 
how  long  it  will  be  before  crops  will  grow  again 
on  the  salt-saturated  soil.  Unfortunately,  the 
rainfall,  which  alone  can  wash  the  salt  out  of  tfk: 
ground,  is  less  in  the  area  near,  the  coast  than 
elsewhere  in   Belgium. 

My  companion  and  host  was  born  in  Dixmude. 
and  presently,  as  we  drove  slowly  among  the 
ruins,  he  pointed  to  his  birthplace,  saying:— "Here 
it  js."  "It"  was  a  shell-hole  full  of  water.  He 
was  a  well-to-do  country  gentleman  who  owned  il 
houses  in  Paschendael  and  a  considerable  piece  of 
land,  as  well  as  ftO  horces.  His  grandfather  and 
father,  like  himself.  we;-e  professional  soldiers,  but 
they  had  always  retained  close  contact  .with  the 
land.  When  we  arrived  at  the  highest  point  of 
the  collection  of  heaps  of  bricks  which  indicates 
the  position  of  Paschendael,  my  host  stopped  the 
car  and  invited  us  to  "enter"  his  abode.  It  is 
curious  to  think  that  all  we  could  do,  as  we  clam- 
bered over  the  low  mounds  which  represent  his 
home  and  property,  was  to  laugh  aloud.  I  was 
glad,  however,  to  have  the  good  fortune  to  dis- 
cover among  the  debris  something  at  least  that  he 
could  keep  and  point  to  as  having  "come  from  the 
old  house."  It  was  half  of  a  wooden  knob  which 
had  belonged  to  the  balustrade  of  his  staircase. 

He  had  tniried  all  his  valuables  at  the  back  of 
the  honse,  but.  so  far,  on  digging  at  the  spot,  had 
succeeded  in  finding  nothmg  bat  a  dead  horse.  f 
s'jspect  that  here,  as  elsewhere,  it  is  ncceasory  to 
dig  a  good  deal  deeper  than,  one  thinks  before 
one  comes  to  the  Imried  •  treasure,  for  ot>vio4isly 
there  is  now  a  mass  of  the  material  whfch  was 
the  hoosc  on  the  top  of  the  groMid  in  wWck  «m 
buried  the  treasure.  Tho*.  the  aHK  day.  in  front 
of  the  Cloth  Hall  at  Ypres.  T  saw  a  tip  bos  con- 
taining lace  and  three  aecoant-booka  wMdl  had 
just  been  dnv  np  from  a  bneh-fardcn,  and  f«  loPk- 
ing  into   the   hole   pcrcetred   that   it    wk*   nearly 


eight  feet  deep.  There  are  still  56  unburied  Ger- 
mans lying  about  on  my  host's  property;  we  did 
not  disturb  them. 

Late  in  the  evening  we  came  f^a  farm.  The 
house  has  three  walls  standing;  the  fourth  wall 
is  composed  mainly  of  matted  straw.  The  out- 
buildings are  in  ruins.  My  host  lives  here  with 
his  wife,  two  small  children,  two  of  his  wife's 
brothers,  of  whom  only  one  is  able-bodied,  and  his 
wife's  mother,  aged  82.  They  came  there  in  Feb- 
ruary, when  there  were  18  degrees  of  frost.  The 
babies'  hands  are  still  co>%red  with  dried,  broken 
chilblains.  They  have  recovered  several  good 
pieces  of  furniture  from  a  house  of  theirs  near 
Antwerp,  but  they  have  no  lamp.  One  of  their 
old  retainers  has  come  back  to  the  farm.  They 
have  also  a  servant  girl.  In  less  than  two  months 
they  have  made  a  vegetable  garden.  They  have 
filled  .  up  all  adjacent  shell-holes.  They  have 
moved  out  into  the  field  the  bodies  of  five  Ger- 
mans which  were  near  the  house:  the  graves  in 
the  garden  of  two  groups  of  Frenchmen  are  care- 
fully tefided.  They  have  bought  two  horses  out 
of  the  profits  made  by  a  brother-in-law  (formerly 
a  man  of  means)  from  selling  coals  and  potatoes 
with  a  handcart  at  La  Panne.  They  have,  one 
doe  rabbit  and  10  youhg,  also  hens  and  ducks. 
The  farm,  therefore,  is  looking  up,  but,  as  the 
old  lady  says,  "II  faudra  du  courage." 

In  these  moving  surroundings  we  drank  at 
good  a  bottle  of  wine  and  ate  as  good  a  lunch 
cooked  by  our  hostess  (I  suspect  our  driver  of 
having  made  clandestine  purchases  en  route)  as 
you  could  wish  to  m<;et  in  any  country  in  the 
world.  That  night  my  host  slept  on#the  straw  of 
the  attic  and  I  at  Roulers  where  there  is  only 
one  house  in    10  left  habitable. 

My  host  told  us  that  her  ancient  mothef  had 
been  imprisoned  on  the  charge  of  insulting  a  Ger- 
man officer.  It  seems  that  she  refused  to  take 
his  hand  when  he  offered  to  help  her  out  of  her 
chair;  he  thereupon  sent  her  off,  not  in  the  car 
which  was  waiting  for  her,  but  in  a  pig-cart.  She 
was  kept  alive  in  prison  by  the  religeuses,  who  had 
to  feed  her  surreptitiously.  On  two  separate  oc- 
casions the  house  in  which  she  was  living  was 
burnt  over  her  head,  and  she  was  dragged  out 
through  the  cellar  window.  It  is  good  to  think 
that  on  the  second  occasion  the  French  arrived' 
and  killed  every   German  in   sight 

The  road  from  Passchendael  to  Ypres  and  on 
through  St.  Jean  and  St.  Julian  Is  unlike  any- 
'thing  el.se  in  the  world.  So  far  an  the  eye  can 
reach  one  sees  only  the  stumps  of  dead  trees 
projecting  from  a  wilderness  of  shell-holes,  which 
looks  like  nothing  so  much  as  a  huge  cauldron 
of  foul  and  seething  scum  suddenly  .solidified,  and 
sptinkled  about  on  it  numerous  semi-circular  cor- 
rugated iron  shelters,  covered  with  a  layer  of 
rotting  sandbagf.  From  time  to  time  one  paste* 
9  derelict  and  battered  tank,  half-sunk  in  the 
mud,  or  the  skeleton  of  an  aeroplane.  Groups  of 
crosses  sUnd  by  the  roadside.  One  feels  that  the 
dead  here,  at  all  events,  are  in  good  company. 
The  really  pathetic  graves  are  those  solitary  ones 
of  which  the  occupant  is  descril*ed  as  "Un- 
known." It  is  curious  to  see  at  various  places 
on  the  battlefield  a  woman  standing  at  the  door 
of  the  humble  shanties,  labelled  "Bstaminct"  or 
"Bier,"  which  represent  the  only  form  of  rebuild- 
ing which  has  been  attempted  hitherto.  The  only 
other  sign  of  life  are  the  parties  of  melancholy 
German  prisoners  and  less  melancholy  Chinese 
pretending  to  clear  up.  Neither  Germans  nor 
.Chinese  would  seem,  from  their  languid  more- 
ments.  to  be  taking  any  pride  Wd  pleasure  in  their 
work,  but  the  onlW  thing  wtMt  seems  strange  in 
these  ghastly  SMryonndings  is  that  tkcy  have  not 
all  gone  mad.

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Nationalization :  A  Blessed  Word

"Nationalizstioa"  ha»  become  a  MctopoUmU,  ^ 
"bIctKd  word;"  It  eo«vey»  an  ^aUtic  f«fjjng  to 
cnttniaiaMic    iniml»,     which/ "  intcrpft^t     it  ••.  they 
pIcaM,  )uat  a»  Jrinhmen  iw«d  to  tnmti^U  "Home 
Rule"  into  whauver  each  man  happcitfj  *^  ««'»i- 
That  is  all  right  ao  jonj^aa  it  ia  only  in  the  air;  but 
when   yott  proceed   to  action   aod  ^oine   down   to 
concrete  iacta  more  i>reciaU>o  i»  feedcd.       It    be- 
come*  neceaavy  to   choose   between   several   po»- 
aible  forms  which  present  themselves  and  to  adinst 
a   ^tu   many   details.       Then   difficulties   are%*«* 
vealed   spd   ^oubts   ariac   lesdhig   to   endtcrs  dis- 
putes.

' '  7r  at  least  advise  authoritatively  upon,  the  future 
of   an    immense   industry,    which ,  provides   one  jof 
the  prime  necessities  for  the  ^^reservation  of  life 
as  well  as  the  twsis  of  all  manufacturing ,  activity, 
th^   means  of  tranport.  and  the  largest  »»»«>  '<" 
the    purchase    of    imports.       Obviously    thv    «•    » 
tnatter  of  the  highest  importance.    But  so  far  as  1 
know   no  attempt   has   been     made   to   define   na- 
tionalization or  to  lay  down  the  principles  that  de- 
termine its  adoption,  the  objects  sought  by  it,  the 
form  it  ^should  take,  and  the  conditions  necessary 
^r  success.     A  scheme  has  been  brought  forward 
and  a  bill  prepared  to  give  effect  to  it.     I   shall 
refer  to  It  later  on.       But  in  ordA-  to  judge  any 
pahicular  project  it  seems  to  me  that  we  ought 
first  to  have  some  definite  conceptions  about  na- 
tionalization in  general,  some  principles  to  go  upon, 
and  somt  criteria  to  apply.

Public  and  Pri^e  D^ncrahlp.    • 

The  essence  of  nationalization  is  the  substitu- 
tion of  public  for  private  ownership.  It  is  one 
form  of  this  change;  municipalization  is  another, 
the  creation  of  a  special  Board  or  Commission  is 
a  third.      They  differ  in  form  and  substance;  but

"nationalization"  is  often  loosely  used  to  cover^all 
three.  Owiliership  implies  control  or  administra- 
tion. It  is,  in  fact,  normally  exercised  to  a 
greater  or  less  degree  over  a  number  of  industries 
or  services,  and  during  the  war  has  been  e^rcised 
to  a  much  greater  extent- over  many  more;  but 
they  have  not  been  thereby  nationalized.  If  they 
were,  there  would  be  no  Coal  Inquiry.  The  real 
question  is  between  public  and  private  ownership; 
and  taking  all  forms  of  the  former  as  based  on  the 
Same  principle  we  get  a  considerable  field  for  ob- 
servation. "^ 

The  transference  from  private  td  public  owner- 
ship is  a  process  in  c<>hstant  and  progressive  oper- 
ation. Nearly  all  forms  of  industrial  arid  com- 
mercial activity,  including  public  services  such  as 
locomotion,  lighting,  and  water  supply,  have  been 
originally  created  and  developed  by  private  enter- 
prise. The  exceptions  are  roads  and  sanitation 
and  some  factor}**..,  chiefly  for  pottery  and  glass, 
established  by  tnonarbhs  either  from  love  of  art 
or  for  revenue;, but  the  latter  are  not  properly  In- 
stances of  public  birnership,  and  they  were  based 
on  private  entieVpnse.  The  fact  that  roaids  and 
sanitary  works  were  publicly  owned  accounts  for 
their  late  and  slow  development,  as  compared, 
for  instance,  with  shipping  and  water  supply;  amd 
when  they  did  begin  to  progress  it  was  chiefly- 
due  to  private  enterprise.  Modern  road-making 
dates  from  the  experiments  of  MacAdam,  carried 
out  at  his  own  expens'e,  and  the  works  of  Telford, 
commissioned  by  private  employers,  as  Brindley 
was  commissioned  to  construct  canals.  Sanita- 
tion alpiiil^bHe  health,  though  essentially  public 
services,  wert  equally  indebted  to  private  enter- 
prise for  the  initiation  and  development  of  the 
most  important  advances.  The  exceptions  are, 
ihetefd^e,  rather  apparent  than  real.  As  for  rail- 
ways, manufactures,  and  extractive  industries, 
the  charge  against  them  u  precisely  that  they  are 
privately  owned,  which  means  created  by  private 
enterprise. 

But   there   appears   to   be   an   evolutionary   tAi- 
dency   to   pass   from   private   to   public   ownership 
in  one  form  or  another.      We  have  agreed  to  call 
it   nationalization^       The     instances     are     already 
numerous  and  arc  constantly  increasing.  .    I^  e^ery 
country  I  believe  the  mail  is  owned  and  run  by 
the  *  State.    ^Other   means   of   communication,   are 
added  to   it.       The   means   of  locomotion  tend  to 
move  in  the  same  direction.       Many  railways  are 
already  in  the  hands 'of  the  State,  and  more  tocat 
traffic    is    publicly    than      privately    owned.       This 
latti^r  is  an  instance  of  municipalization,  which  is 
the  most  extensive  and  generally  applied   form  of 
public  ownership,  at  least  in  this  cqpntry.      There 
is   no  need   to   enumerate   the    services   that   have 
fallen  under  it.      But  State  ownerslup  tends  to  go 
beyond  these  fields.      In  Germany  the  State  owns 
coil  mines,  lands,  and  forests;  in  France  it  manu- 
factures matches  and,  I  believe,  tobacco;  in  Russia 
it  owned  the  vodka  trade,  and  so  on.       I  do  not 
*  pretend  to  give  a  complete  list,  and  doubt  if  one 
cxiats.      It  is  sufficient  for  my  purpose  to  indicate 
broadly  tlte, expanding  process.       Tlie  questions  I 
wish  to  ask  afe— What  are  the  conditions  that  de- 
termine the  translfer  of  a  given  thing  at  a  given 
time?      And  what  are  the  objects  in  view?      '^ 
So^Uliam? 
Many  persons  label  the  whole  process  "Social- 
Ism"  and  oppose  or  advocate  it  accbrding  to  their 
prejudices  or  convictions  about  that  elusive  word  of 
many  meanings.       They   regard     all     State  action 
which    interferes    with     individual     activity;     it     is 
ity  as   Socialistic;  but   that     is  clearly  a  mistake. 
The  right  to  private  property  is  a  State  institution 
which    interferes    with    in    dividual     activity;    it    is 
sOeial.  hut  can  hardly  be  called  an  instalment  of 
Soealism.       Again,   war   is   pre-eminently   a    State 
undertaking,  bul^  it  would  not  be  accepted  an  a  dis- 
pT^  of  Socialism  even  by  those  Socialists  who  hold 
that  the  industrial  and  commercial  activities  of  the 
State  during  this  war  arc  a  step  towards  Socialism 
and   a   confirmation   of   their   theories.       There   is 
here  a  confusion  of  thought;  and  since   they  are 
pn)te.<ting    against     the      retinquiKhment    of    those 
activities   and    urging    the      extension    of    national 
worka  their  views  have  a  direct   bearing  on  the 
questions  of  nationalization  and  are  worth  examin- 
ing.      The     "capirtllist    system."     they     say,    has 
broken  down;   but   in  contemplating  this  satisfac- 
tory phenomenon  they  forget  the  occasion,  which 
watf  war.      The  argument  ia  that  Capitalism  broke 
down  and  Socialism  had  t6  come  to  its  rescue — 
for  what?      To -carry  on  war.      Socialism,  then. 
Is  •  wore  effective  Instmment  for  carrying  on  war 
than    Capitalism.       To   per»ons    holding   anti-mili- 
tary principles  that  shofild  rather  be  a  recommen- 
ilatio«i  .for  Capitalism:  hs  proved  impotence  would 
be  an  asmrance  against  war,  whereaa  the  proved 


competence  of  Socialism  would  afford  a  better  pros- 
pect of  success  and  render  war  less  alarming  to 
contemplate.  The  answer  to  thia  dilcnuna  is  that 
State  activities  in  the  war  had  nothing  to  do  with 
Socialism.  War.ri*  a  pnrdy  State  business;  it  can 
be  declared  and  carried  on  only  by  Sutes.  Aad 
since  this  war,  owing  to  modern  developments,  de- 
manded for  its  conduct  most  of  the  national  en- 
ergies usually  applied  to  other  purposes,  they 
necessarily  came  under  the  control  of  the  State, 
which  could  not  otherwise. concentrate  them  on  the 
one  ^sinews  In  hatid.  The  "capitalist  system"  did 
not  break  dOwh;  it  was  broken  up  by  war,  which 
is  not  its  akair.  and  its  component  parts  come  to 
the  assistance  of  the  ^tate.  \ 

Thfce  is  Evidently  no  necessary  connection  be- 
tween nationalization  and  Socialisin,  Indeed,  there 
is  an'  ihiportant'  School  of  Socialists,  holding  the 
strict  Marxian  doctrine,  who  are  opposed  to  the 
absorption  of  industries  and  services  by  the  State 
As  it  exists. 

The  German  Socialists  have,  in  fact,  succtss- 
fully  opposed  several  projects  of  nationalization. 
The  conversion  of  private  into  State  monopolies 
by  nationalization  is  to  this  school  of  thought  not 
Socialism,  but  its  antipodes.  Their  position  has 
been  explained  by  M.  Vandervelde  in  a  recent 
book,  "Le  Secialisme  contre  I'Etat."  It  is  based 
on  the  distinctioif,  originally  drawn  by  Saint- 
Simon  and  adopted  by  Engels,  between  the  State 
as  the  organ  of  power  and  the  State  as  the  organ 
of  administration,  between  "the  government  of  per- 
sons and  the  administration  of  things."  This  is  a 
sonorous  phrase,  but  it  has  more  sound  than  mean- 
ing, for  you  cannot  administer  things  without  gov- 
erning persons.  We  neid  not  follow  the  argu- 
ment into  intricacies  of  ^Socialist  speculation,  but 
it  does  indicate  a  real  distinction  between  national- 
ization and  Socialism,  and  it  is  pertinent  to  the 
present  inquiry  because  it  leads  M.  Vanderx'tflde  to 
discuss  .nationalization  as  it  exists.  He  points  out 
some  radical^  defecjs  and  weakness  and  maintains 
that  even  if  the  Socialist  ideal  were  reached  and 
govarnment  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  workers 
instead  of  tne  capitalists,  it  would  still  be  a  Gov- 
ernment olipable,  like  its  predecessors,  of  abusing 
its  powers-and  resources.  Consequently,  he  argues, 
an  indispensable  condition  for  the  collective  appro- 
priation of  the  means  of  work  is  the  separation  of 
the  governing  State  from  the  industrial  State.  He 
propounda  two  ways  of  doing  this — (i)  by  confer- 
ring a  large  theasure  of  autonomy  on  Government 
undertakings;  (j)  by  creating  statutory  bodies;  and 
he  illustrates  both  from  examples.  His  analysis 
is  a  valuable  aid  towards  precision  and  a  clear  view 
of  the  problem  before  us. 

The  Orounda  for  Public  Ownerahip 

It  is  flear,  not  only  from  these  considerations, 
but  also  from  the  patent  facts,  that  Socialism,  in 
the  technical  sense,  has  not  been  the  motive  for 
the  processes  of  naionalization  as  hitherto  carried 
out,   though    some   groups   of   Socialists   regard  it 
as    an    ideal   and   constantly   urge  it   in   principle. 
The  actuar  motives  are   quite  different,  and  there 
are    several.       A   powerful  and   prominent   one   is 
war  or  the  preparation     for     war.       It     accounts 
diritctly    for    most    of    the    railway    natio^lization 
on   the  Continent;  and  this  explains,  as'  M.  Van- 
dervelde points  out,  why  the  only  great  countries 
which    have    not    nationalized    their    railways    are 
Great    Britain    and    the    United    States.     Circum- 
stances   have   relieved   them    of  having   to   regard 
railways  as   means   of  attack  and   defence.       The 
force  of  the  argument   Is  seen  from   their  action 
as   soon    as    they   became    engaged    in    war.       In- 
directly,    war   is     also    largely     responsible     for 
another    capital   hiotive,    which    is    revenue.       The 
State    needs    money    to    finance    army  and    navy, 
and  looks  about  for  lucrative  monopolies.     Prussia 
is  the  leading  example,  but  the   State   spirit  mon- 
opoly in  Russia  ahows  still  more  cleariy  the  work- 
ing of  this  influence.      It  was  originally  introduced 
to  control  the  traffic  in  the  interests  of  temperance, 
but   it   became   more  arid   more   lucrative,  nntil   it 
produced  nearly  half  the   total  revenue,  and  after 
the   Japanese   war   military   needs   were   so   urgent 
that  this   financial  resource  was  exploited  to     the 
utmost    and    temperance    Ignored.       This   fact,   by 
the  way,  makes  the  step  of  prohibition  at  the  out- 
break of  war  all  the  more' creditable  to  the  Gov- 
ernment;   under    the    Revolution    it    has    been    re- 
versed. 

Apart  from  war,  finance  in  general  has  been 
a  great  motive  for  nationalization;  and  it  has  a 
particular  action  of  its  own  in  promoting  the  ex- 
tension of  public '  ownership.  Once  the  State 
is  in  possession  of  a  revenue-bearing  monopoly  it 
cannot  endure  competition,  and  is  moved  to  absorb 
new  industries  that  threaten  to  reduce  its  gains. 
So  the  post  office  swallows  up  telegraphs  and  tele- 
phones as  soon  as  they  are  sufficiently  developed 
by  private  enterprise.  In  promoting  municipal 
ownership  finance  plays  a  particulariy  strong  part. 
In  taking  over  water,  lighting,  trams,  markets, 
and  so  on  stress' is  always  laid  on  the  pecuniary 
i^sulta  to  be  anticipated,  and  subsequent  battles 
<*er  the  effects  of  the  change  generally  turn  on 
that  point.  But  there  are  other  motives.  One 
is  pure  emulation  or  imitation.  It  exercises  a 
considerable  influence  in  both  national  and  local 
politics,  but  chiefly  in  the  latter.  The  example 
of  some  other  State  or  town  is  held  up  as  a 
reason  for  doing  the  same  thing.  "See  what  tfiey 
do  in  the  happy  land  of  X.  or  the  progressive  town 
of  Y."  is  one  of  the  most  familiar  arguments. 

But  the  motive  which  operates  most  frequently 
of  all  and  serves  most  effectively  tp  overcome  op- 
position  vis  the  interest  of  the  consumer,  who  is 
promised,  and  expects  to  get,  a  better  service  at* 
less  cost.  Of  course  all  the  motives  eniimerated 
are  in  a  tense  based  on  the  public  interest,  which 
the  State  or  the  municipality  is  supposed  to  repre- 
sent; but  what  I  am  referring  to  is  a  direct  ap- 
peal to  the  consumer's  interest.  The  conviction 
that  It  will  be  served  by  the  change  from  private 
to  public  ownership  is,  I  think,  the  determining 
factorjn  most  c|ses.  It  is  brought  to  bear  in  a 
different  way  from  the  other  motives.  It  begins 
in  dissatisfaction  with  the  existing  .nervice.  which 
is  the  object  of  complaints  and  denunciation^ 
Whether  well  founded  or  not,  these  are  fomented 
and  multiplied  until  popular  pressure  compels  the 
change.  This  accounts  for  the  striking  lack  of 
uniformity  and  regutarity  in  the  process.  Tf  it 
were  governed  by  any  fixed  principles  there  would 
be  far  more  uniformit}^  in  its  application  both  in 
time  and  in  extent.  There  is  a  certain  common 
character  in  the  enterprises:  they  are  all  the  ma- 
ture aoncems.  fully  de>-eloped  and  running  more 
or  less  on  routine,  and  are  either  monopolies  or 
quasi-monopolies.  But  the  conversion  takes  place 
very  irregularly,  .nd  all  sorts  of  exceptions  and 
anomalies  .occur.      For  instance,  the  supply  of  m»* 


11  ont  Of  tac  wvtcei  which  hane  been  nuiti  gtn' 
erally  taken  over  by  municipalities;  but  in  London 
it   is   atiU  in  private  bands,   nor  is   ther  «ny  de- 
mand    by    consumers     for     changing     it.      Trama 
are  another  such  service,  but  in  many  places  they 
are  still  provi4id  by  companies;  in  London  publjc 
and   private    services    exist    together.       The    same 
holds  good  of  railways  as  well  as  trams  on  the 
Continent.      Indeed.  1  do  not  know  of  a  single  ser- 
vice, except  the  mails,  that  has  passed  completely 
into  public  ownership.       If  the  transfer  were  de- 
termined by  some  such  condition  as  the  maturity 
of  the   industry,   or  its  place  in   daily   lite,  there 
would  certainly  be  far  greater  uniformity. 
JUittlta  of  Public  Owoarahip 
There  woukl  be  greater  uniformity  also  if  the 
benefits  were  definite  and  well  marked.      It  is,  of 
course,    quite    impossible   here    to   discuss    such    a 
vast  and  controveriial  question    as    the    compara- 
tive  results  of  public  and   private  ownership;   but 
I   have   two   general   observations   to   make   which 
justify  some  broad  conclusions.      One  is  that  once 
the  change  is  made  it  is  never  reversed,  so  far  as 
I    know.    The    State    matches    in    Prance    are    an 
instance;  they  are  intolerably  bad  and  the  subject 
of  universal  dissatisfaction.       Presumably  they  are 
retained  because  it  is.  i^  matter  of  finance;  and  Con- 
sumers   console    themselves    by    smuggling,    which 
is  done  by  common  Consent  by  everyone  who  has 
a   chance.       But    in   generiil   there    is   no   demand 
•for  a  return  to  private  services.       From  which  we 
may    conclude   that   the    results    of   public   owner- 
ship are  at  Ifcast  not  worse  than  the  previous  Con- 
dition.      On   the   oti^f  lian^,.  we.  bavi^  the   slow, 
partial,  irregular,  and  chequered  adoption  of  public 
ownership  just  noted,  which  Ruggests  th»t  they  are 
not   conspicuously   better.       That   is   certainly  ',  the 
impression   gained   from   experience   by   iompafinj 
the  two,  where  they  co-exist. 

But  whether  the  -  change  is  succcs.sfnl  or  not, 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  motive  for  it  is 
the  public. welfare  in  one  form  or  another.  The 
benefit  of  the  persons  employed  in  the  industry 
or  service  affected — the  benefit  of  the  producer  as 
distinguished  from  the  consumer — ha9  never  been ' 
the  motive.

Mechanism  of  the  Heart 

By   The    Medical .  Correspondent   of   The    Lx}ndon 
Times. 


In  previous  articles  the  nature  of  breathless-> 
ness  in  health  and  disease  has  been  discussed.  It 
was  pointed  out  that  recent  research  has  shown 
that  this  symptom,  regarded  with  such  foreboding, 
is  of  the  nature  of  a  response  of  the  body  to  de- 
mands for  greater  expenditpre  of  energy,  whether 
these  demands  be  occasioned  by  nervous  shock, 
physical  exercise,  or  disease.  It  was  further  pointed 
out  that  underlying  the  phenomena  of  breathless* 
ness  was  a  nervous  mechanism,  the  nature  of  which 
it,  at  present,  but  little  understood.* 

We  may  now  come  to  a  survey  of  this  nervous 
mechanism  upon  a  clear  understanding  of  which, 
we  venture  to  believe,  the  progress  of  medicine 
in  some  measure  depends.  We  shall  take  first  of 
all  the  nervous  control  of  the  hHrt  upon  which 
very  recent  work  has  been  carried  out. 

The  heart  is  an  organ  which  possesses  the  power 
to  beat  no  nutter  whether  its  nerves  are  intact  or 
have  been  severed.  A  frog's  heart  kept  in  suitable 
solution  will  go  qn  beating  for  long  periods  after 
it  has  been  removed  from  the  artimaFs  body.  If 
it  stops  beating  it  can  be  started  again  by  various 
stimuli,  mechanical  and  electrical.  This  fact — the 
power  of  independent  beating  of  the  heart — so  im- 
pressed medical  men  that  they  rather  tended  to 
minimize  the  other  aspect  of  the  mater— namely, 
that  the  heart  in  its  normal  position  in  the  body 
is  under  very  powerful  control  by  the  nervous 
system. 

Nerves  of  the  Haart 
The  heart  has  two  main  nerves,  one  which 
has  been  called  the  "accelerator,"  and  the  other 
the  "inhibitor."  It  has  been  common  doctrine  that 
when  the  accelerator  was  active  the  heart  quick- 
ened its  pace,  and  when  the  inhibitor  was  active  the  ' 
heart  slowed  down  or  even  stopped.  Proofs  of  these 
views  could  be  obtained  in  many  ^directions.  For 
example,  if  the  inhibitor  nerve  was  cut.  the  heart 
tended  to  increase  its  rate;  if  the  inhibitor  nerve 
was  desensitized  with  atropine,  a  drug  having  a 
special  effect  <^n  this  nerve,  the  heart  tended  to  in- 
crease its  rate;  if,  on  the  other  hand,  the  inhibitor 
nerve  was  excited  by  means  of  an  electrical  cur- 
rent, the  heart  at  once  slowed  down,  or  might 
even  stop  for  a  time. 

These  experiments  are  old.  and  have  been  al- 
most  universally  accepted,  so  that  now  a  slow  pulSe 
Is  apt  to  be  looked  upon  as  a  proof  that  there  is 
over-activity  of  the  inhibitor  nerves,  a  quick  pulse 
as  a  proof  that  the  inhibitors  are  weak,  and  so  on. 
There  had  been  a  tendency  almost  to  stop  think- 
ing about  the  subject,  so  clear  and  definite  did  it 
seem  to.,  be.  And.  as  mostly  happens  when  an 
idea  is  "established,"  the  exceptions  which  occurred 
from  time  to  time  were  too  often  brushed  aside 
a»  immaterial. 

The  Pump  of  the  Circulation 
But  there  were  a  few  thinkers  who  took  serious 
exception  to  this  rather  cut-and-dried  view  of  the 
nerves  of  the  heart.  They  pointed  out,  for  ex- 
ample, that  the  current  idea  represented  this  organ 
as  a  horse  chafing  at  the  bit  and  driven  on  a  tight 
rein  (the  inhibitor  nerve).  They  even  ventured 
to  suggest  that  the  idea  was  scarcely  in  accord 
with  the  usual  economy  olF  Nature,  and  they  dared 
to  take  an  entirely  different  vie>v  off  the  meaning 
of  the  inhibitor  or- slowing  nerve  of  the  heart. 

They  pointed  out  that  the  heart  performs  two 
activities  in  its  beating.  It  opens  to  take  in  blood 
and  it  shuts  to  expel  the  blood  it  has  taken  in.  thus 
fulfilling  its  function  as  the  pump  of  the  circula- 
tion. 'The  inhibitor  nerve,  they  were  able  to  show, 
does  not  merely  slow  the  heart — a  purely  negative 
activity — it  also  opens  it  and  holds  it  open — a  pos- 
itive activity.  For  if  the  heart  'be  opened  wider 
between  each  beat  it  will  contain  more  blood  when 
the  beat  comes  and  so  will  expel  more  blood  as  a 
result  of  the  beat.  In  other  words,  by  this  show- 
ing, the  heart  is  a  pump  with  a  wonderful  power 
of  adapting  its  output  to  the  needs  and  require- 
ments of  the  moment. 

This  was  not  quite  a  new  idea,  because  it  had 
previously  been  showrt  .that  the  experimental  heart, 
removed  from  the  body  to  a  solution  in  which  it 
could  be  kept  alive,  possessed  a  power  of  adapting 
itself  to  increased  degrees  of  work,  this  power  re- 
siding in  its  own  muscle  and  being  quite  independ- 
ent of  nervous  control.  But  this  fact  in  no  way 
affects  the  behaviour  of  the  heart  when  in  its 
normal  place  and  under  its  jiormal  nervous  con- 
trol—any more,  indeed,  than^thc  fact  that  a  hor*e 
can  run  between  the  shafts  and  can  adapt  its 
efforts  to  different  loads,  when  there  is  no  driver 
in  control,  invalidatcc  the  (act  that  a  skilful  driver 


fCfulatea  pace   and  a<*>on — to   suit 
^orae  must  perforp. 

The  Call  for  Bffoct 
In  this  view,  then,  the  inhibitor  nerve  of  the 
heart  was  leas  of  a  ncfative  quantity  than  a  pos- 
itive one.      It  waa  not  a  "alower"  bnt  a  '^Utor." 
It  acted  not  to  diminish,  but  to  increase  the  work-  ' 
iug  capacity.       It  was  not  an  opponent  of  the  ac-    j 
cclerator  but     rather    an     adjuvant,  a  part    ot  » 
mechnism  whereby  the  pump  could  be  made  to  do 
more  work  when  the  occasion  should  demand.       w 
That  view  at  once  led  to  another  conception. 
The  inhibitor  nerve  by  regulating  the  work  of  the 
pump  was  the  determiner  of  response  to  calls  for 
efforf!  whether  mental   or  physical.     Consequently 
it  hiust  be  closely  linked  up  with  the  sense  organs 
of   the   body   through   which     calls  for  effort  are 
transmitted— ^.g.,   the   eyea,     the     ears,     the   skin 
^touch).  the  nose,  and  so  on. 

Thus  at  sight  of  approaching  danger,  the  heart 
would  be  warned  through  Its  inhibitor  ntrve, 
caused  to  open  wider,  attd  so  enabled  to  accomplish 
more  work  in  the  effort  oC,  self-defence.  At  once 
the  old  popular  idea — "When  I  saw  it  .  .  .  when 
I  heard  it  .  .  .my  heart  stood  still,"  found  a 
scientific  explanation.  |  The  heart  did  stand  stilt- 
in  order  that  it  might  become  more  active. 

Further,  upon  the  action  of  the'  inhibitor  nerve 
must  clearly  depend  tbe^ response  of  the  accelerator 
nerve;  For  by  increasing  the  size  of  the  pump 
•the  inhibitor  nerve  necessarily  imposes  a  greater 
burden  of  work  upon  the  pump  itself,  arid  the 
nerve  which  controls  its  actual  beats.  If  that 
nerve,  the  accelerator,  is  in  good  order  the  pnmp 
will  respond  to  the  increased*  call,  since  otherwise 
it  must  fail,  and  at  the  critical  moment  the  patient 
fall  in  a  faint,  or  even  die. 

Consequently  it  will  be  seen  that  upon  a  well- 
balanced  action  between  inhibitor  and  accelerator 
nerves   depends   the   functional     efficiency     of   the 
heart,  and  that  any  factors  tending  to  increase  the 
excitability  of   one   or   other   of  these   nerves,   but 
more    especially   of   the    inhibitor     nerve,   must   at 
once  interfere  with  the  heart's  efficient  working. 
The  Poisons  of  Disease 
Now,  as  we  stated  above,  it  is  known  that  the 
drug  atropine,  derived  from  the  Belladonna  plant, 
tends   to   lower  the   excitability     of     the   inhibitor 
fttfve   SO  ihir  Ttie~^se   qalckfits^Hd^ becomes 
small  in  volume  and  responses  to  calls  for  effort  be- 
come weak  and  irregular.    In  the  aame  way  various 
poisons  are  able  to  increase  the  excitability  of  this 
nerve  so  that  responses  to  calls  for  effort  become 
greatly    exaggerated   and    maximal     responses   are 
made  in  answer  to  minimal  stimuli  as  in  so-called 
"nervous"  people.      Among  these  later  poisons  are 
those   of  several   diseases — ^for  example,   rheumatic 
fever.     The  victims  of   these  diseases   are   in   con- 
sequence exposed  to  excessive  action  by  their  in- 
hibitor nerves,  and  their  hearts  are  called  upon  tt> 
make  great  efforts  'upon  the  slightest  provocation. 
The)' are  thus  constantly  exhausted,  and  so  liable 
to   be   breathless   and   giddy.       Moreover,   on  the 
least  excitement  their  hearts  beat  with  vigor,  giv- 
ing  them  a   sense   of  palpitation   which   is   one   of 
their  most  troublesome  symptoms.     They  tre  also 
apt  to  suffer  pain  over  the  region  of  the  left  chest. 
Convalescents  from  various  diseases     illustrate 
this  point  very  well  in  their  nervousness,  their  ex- 
hausti<^,  and  their  liability  to  emotional  outbursts 
and  disturbances.       As  the  poison  is  gradually  got 
rid  of  they  recover  completely.       When,  however, 
the  poison  is  not  got  rid  of,  as  In  "rheumatism," 
untreated   malaria  and  dysentery,  or  trench  fever, 
the  evil  symptoms  continue. 


Sir  Percy  Scott  Tells  of 
Lx)ndon's  Defences 


Garden  Cities  as  Cure  for 
Bplshevism 


A  most  illuminating  story  of  how  Uttle  Lon- 
don was  prepared  for  the  German  air  raids,  how 
the  Admiralty,  the  War  Office  and  the  whole 
Government  failed  to  grasp  the  immediau  n**^ 
for  preparations,  and  the  resources  displayed^ '^'^ 
Sir  Percy  Scott  when  placed  officially  in  charge 
of  air  defence,  is  told  by  Sir  Percy  Scott  himself 
in  the  July  number  of  the  North  American  Re- 
view.     He  writes: 

On  Wedncs<^ay,  the  8th  September,  l9tS.  by 
the  mercy  of  Providence,  a  zeppelin  came  over 
London  and  dropped  some  bombs.  I  say  that  it 
\ras  a  mercy  of  Providence,  ^eciuse  it  showed  the 
futility  of  our  defence,  and  compelled  the  authori- 
ties to  realize  it.  Two  days  afterwards,  Mr.  Bal- 
four asked  me  to  take  the  Gunnery  Defence  of 
London  under  my  charge.  I  accepted,  and  had  a 
look  around  the  so-eaUed  Defence.  After  14 
months  of  war  it  consisted  of: 

8  3-inch   high-angle   guns. 

4  6-ponnders,  with  gun-sights,  and 

6  pom-poms,  which  would  not  fire  up  as  high 
as  a  zeppelin.  and  were  consequently  e 
danger   only  to   the   population. 

The  ammunition  supplied  to  the  guns  was  the 
worst  possible  description,  and  was  more  danger- 
ous to  the  population  than  to  the  zeppelin. 

In  selecting  the  ammunition  to  fire  at  zeppelins 
the  authorities  should  have  known:  First,  that  a 
shell  with  a  large  bursting  charge  of  a  highly  ex- 
plosive nature  was  required  so  that  it  would  dam- 
age a  zeppflin  if  it  exploded  near;  second,  that  all 
that  went  up  in  the  air  had  to  come  down  again, 
and  that,  in  order  to  minimize  the  danger  to  the 
public  from  falling  pieces,  they  should  have  used 
an  explosive  in  thi  shell  which  would  break  it  up 
into  small  fragments.  The  ammunition  supplied 
was  exactly  the  opposite  to  what  we  wanted.  The 
slfells  had  so  small  a  bursting  charge  that  they 
could  do  no  harm  to  a  zeppelin,  and  they  returned 
•  to  earth  almost  as  intact  as  when  they  were  put 

into  the  guns. 
Coehsureness  of  War  Offka ■ 


Professor  Leonard  Hill,  director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Applied  Physiology,  Medical  Research 
Committee,  gave  evidence  recently  before  the  Brit- 
ish National  Birth  Rate  Commission  in  London. 

Professor  Hill  in  his  evidence  said  that  high 
mortality  of  children  was  due  to  excess  oi  respira- 
tory and  alimentary  diseases,  particularly  of  the 
latter.  The  cooling  and  evaporating  powera  of  the 
air  were  closely  connected  with  the  causes  of  high 
infant  mortality,  these  acting  both  on  the  skin  and 
respiratory  membrane.  Cool  morning  air  was  the 
natural  stimulus  to  activity  and  appetite,  to  deep 
breathing,  active  circulation,  thorough  oxygenation 
and  good  digestion. 

Physiological  research  had  proved  conclusively 
that*  apart  from  the  spread  of  infec|^on  by  "car- 
riers," it  was  not  the  chemical  impurity,  but  the 
physical  conditions  of  close  air  which  made  for 
'  discomfort  and  impoverished  health.  It  was  not 
excess  of  carbonic  acid,  nor  lack  of  oxygen,  nor  the 
presence  of  organic  impurities  which  affected  peo- 
ple in  a  crowded  room,  but  the  heat  and  moisture 
of  the  air. 

The  cooling  and  evaporatiye  powers  in  rooms 
commonly  approximated  to  those  in  tropical  humid 
climates,  so  admittedly  enervating  to  man.  Thi# 
was  due  chiefly  to  the  stillness  of  the  atmosphere. 
Exposure  to  wind  had  a  most  potent  influence  on 
the  cooling  and  evaporative  powers.  The  open-air 
workers  and  agriculturiBts,  fishermen,  etc.,  were 
exposed  to  ^  greater  cooling  and  evaporative  power 
than  citizens  who  dwelt  in  tenements,  traveled  in 
crowded  conveyances,  worked'  in  schoolrooms  or 
°  factories,  ate  in  canteens  and  sought  amusement  in 
cinemas.,  It  was  the  latk  of  windage  which  largely 
explained  the  correlation  between  density  of  popu- 
lation aqd  high  morbidity  and  mortality.  The  tene- 
ment baby,  over-clothed  and  confined  indoors  by 
the  mother— for 'fear  of  its  catching  cold  and  to  save 
trouble  under'  the  difficulties  of  tenement  life — died 
from  digestive,  nutritive  and  respiratory  troubles, 
brought  on  largely  by  lack  of  adequate  cooling  and 
r  evaporative  powers  of  the  air.  It  was  surrounded 
with  a  tropical,  still,  humid  atmosphere. 

Want  of  Natural  Foods  ' 

The  depression  of  metabolism  and  the  want  of 
fresh  natural  foods,  grass-fed  milk  and  butter,  suc- 
culent fresh  young  garden  produce,  alike  resulted 
from  the  present  city  conditions,  and  these  together 
were  the  causes  tf  "deficiency"  diseases  such  as 
scurvy  and  rickets,  with  the  decay  of  teeth,  and  an 
enormous  amount  of  ill-health  which  was  not 
actually  identified  as  disease.   • 

Garden  cities  should  be  built  and  big  towns  not 
added  to.  The  Government  should  choose  new  sites 
with-  beautiful  surroundings  and  with  all  the  condi- 
tions that  favored  a  happy  and  healthy  life.  The 
whole  question  should  be  gone  into  as  boldly  and  as 
thoroughly  as  they  had  faced  the  war.  That  was  the 
only  way  to  get  better  conditions,  and  it  was  the 
one  way  to  escape  the  perils  which  had  overtaken 
Russia.  An  immediate  and  pressing  demand  should 
be  made  for  garden  cities  and  the  bringing  up  of  the 
young  in  the  discipline  of  taking  pride  in  and  keep- 
ing perfect  bodily  health.  The  present  syftcas  of 
national  education  weakened  the  vigor  and  lessened 
the  happiness  of  the  nattoo.  It  wai  hn^rative  that 
all  children  should  receive  the  education  that  p«W 
lie  scbood  boys  obtained  oo  the  playing  fields 


B*eforc  the  war,  the  War  Office  was  as  certain 
that  a  zeppelin  could  not  get  to  London  as  the 
Admir&Uty  were  certain  that  a  ^submarine  could 
not  sink  a  ship.  Consequently  no  provision  was 
made  for  attacking  either  zeppelins  or  submarines, 
and  anyone  who  suggested  the  po^billty  of  attack* 
by  them  was  looked  up  as  a  scaremonger,- .  ■  \, "  - 

Some  time  after  war  broke  out,  the  citifen«t  oi 
London  realized  that  the  German  zeppelins  could 
come  and  bomb  them  whenever  they  liked.  After 
14 '  months  of  war,  London  was  defended  liy  la 
guns  firing  ammunition  which  did  more  Harili  lo 
the  population  than  to  the  zeppelins.   ^v 

General  Gallieui.  who  was  in- charge  of  the  de* 
fence  of  Paris,  had  to  defend  his  49  -squjire  mites  | 
of  city;  he  had  ai5  guns  and  was  gradually  in- 
creasing this  number  to  300.  He  had  plenty  of 
men  trained  in  night  flying,  and  good  lighted-up 
aerodromes.  I  had  eight  guns  to  defend  our  700 
square  miles  of  the  metropolitan  area,  no  trained 
airmen,  and  no  lighted-up  aerodromes. 

This  was  the  state  of  affairs  when  the  Admir- 
alty banded  the  colossal  blunder  over  to  me.  To 
cheer  me  up,  they  informed  me  that  they  could 
not  give  me  a'ny  more  giins:  that,  although  they 
had  been  experimenting  for  10  years,  they  had  no  [ 
time-fuse  suitable  for  exploding  high  explosive 
shells;  that  the  only  guns  they  had  mounted  on 
'-mobile  mountings  were  Maxims,  which  were  of  nu 
use  against  zeppelins;  that  they  had  not  ordered 
any  guns  for  the  defence  of  London;  that  they  h^d 
not  airmen  who  could  fly  at  night,  and  if  they  had 
they  would  be  of  no  us,e,  as  there  was  no  am- 
munition suitable  for  attacking  a  zeppelin.  Prac- 
tically, although  the  Admiralty  had  seriously  un- 
dertaken to  defend  London,  they  had  done  nbthing 
in  14  months  or,  at  any  rate,  nothing  ip  the  right 
direction. 

Aid  Prom  the  French 
The  French,  I  knew,  had  some  of  their  splendid 
75  m.m.  guns  mounted  on  automobile  carriages.  -I  ' 
suggested  to  the  Admiralty  that  they  should  ask 
the  French  Government  either  to  supply  or  lend 
me  one  to  copy.  This  their  Lordships  agreed  to, 
and  I  have  no  dQubt  that  in  a  few  months  they 
would  have  got  the  necessary  papers  tjlrough. 
However,  I  was  determined  not  to  work  in  their 
way.  I  wanted  the  ifhn.  not  papers,  so  I  ordered 
Commander  Rawlinson.  a  very  clever  officer  who 
spoke  French  like  a  Frenchman,  to  go  over  to 
P'aris  at  once  and  either  beg,  borrow,  or  steal  a 
gun.  T  told  him  he  was  to  have  it  on  the  Horse 
Guards  Parade,  under  Mr.  Balfour's  window,  in 
less  than  a  week.  He  was  In  a  motor  car  at  the 
time,  looking  at  his  watch.  He  said:  "I  can  catch 
the  boat.'*  T  asked  him  if  he  did  not  want  any 
clothes.  He  said:  "No;  please  wire  Folkestone 
to  ship  me  and  the  car  over  to,  France."  Thus  he 
left,  going  at  abopt  50  miles  an  hour  down  South 
.\udley  Street.  Twenty-fotir  hours  after  leaving 
me  he  wired:  "Have  got  gun.  two  automobiles 
and  ammunition." 

I  went  over  to  France,  to  see  If  the  French 
would  help  me  again.  The  late  General  Callicnt. 
lyho  then  commanded  the  defence  of  Paris,  was 
charming.  When  I  told  him  the  numb#r  of  guns 
we  had,  he  laughed  and  expressed  surprise  that  the 
zeppelins  did  not  come  every  day.  He  was  a 
splendid  officer  and  promptitude  itself.  After  five 
minutes'  conversation,'  it  was  decided  that  I  should 
have  34  of  the  celebrated  French  75  m.m,  guns  and 
JO.000  shells  with  fuses  complete.  This  brought 
our  total  up  to  tS2.  They  were  rather  a -mixed 
lot,  but  I  went  on  the  principle  that  any  guns 
were  better  than  no  f  uns. 


All  th«  Lot

PerbApe  the  moet  ittrikins  In- 
dastrial  f»a.tur«  of  rec«nt  tlniM,  cer- 
Utnlir  one  which  war  manufacture 
ha«  brought  hito  notice  and  which 
is  likely  to  be  left  a«  *  permanent 
benefit  from  iU  corditlone,  is  the 
amelioration  of  toil  by  the  prt>vlBlon 
of  those  elementary  comforts  which 
In  themaelvea  do  ao  much  to  make 
labor  tolerable.  During  the  period 
when  production  without  etint,  and 
irrespective  of  cost,  was  a  national 
necessity,  the  authorities  who  were 
all-powerful  to  effect  any  chan«« 
considered  expedient,  made  two  dis- 
coveries of.  no  HmaM  moment.  The 
tint,  was  that  production  did  not 
depend  upon  the  hours  worked.  The 
subject  of  fatlKue  and  the  best  period 
of  labor  in  terms  of  output  received 
detailed  and  scientific  analysis.  The 
consideration  first  resulted  In  the 
restoration  of  a  weekly  day  of  rest, 
and  the  minimising,  so  far  as  pos- 
sible, of  the  transgreiwion  known  as 
overtime.  The  norma!  working  day 
did  not  come  into  being  without 
trouble;  any  shortening  of  hours  has 
always  been  viewed  dubiously  by 
employers.  But  that*hours  In  many 
Instances  were  too  long  was  proved 
by  Increased  production  due  to  in- 
stituting a  shorter  working  day.  Ob- 
viously such  a  policy  has  limits,  and 
there  is  a  point  when  shorter  time 
must  result  In  lessened  output.  The 
best  spell  of  labor  In  terms  of  pro- 
duction is  a  clear  gain  to  both  master 
and  man. 

The    second    discovery     which     has 
led  to  large  capital  expenditure,  fully 
juHtined   by   the   results,   was   the   ex- 
cellent   effect    obtained    by    the    pro- 
vision  of  ample   well-cook«»d    food   at 
a^mlnlinum    price.  Cinnteen    manage- 
ment Is  becoming  an  art  of  no  mean 
order,  -and    the    improvement    which 
today    exists,    by    comparison    with   a 
few  short  years  ago,  is  very  striking. 
To    put    the    matter    shortly,    it    la 
conceded   by  all  concerned  that  ade- 
quate  rest  and    proper  food   are  fac- 
tors   wholly    in    favor     of     increased 
production.      In      combination      with 
modern    methods    of    sectionalizatlon, 
standardisation,   repetition  and  Inter- 
changeabllity.      the«e      more     human 
considerations    went    hand     in     hand. 
In  the  words  of  the  present  Premier, 
it    took    the    greatest   war,  on    Record 
to  humanise  industry.  Underlying  ln» 
dustrial      unrest     is     the   '  objection, 
voiced     on     the     first     day     of     the 
National   Conference,   that   labor   ob- 
jects   to    be     marketable     commodity 
and  requires  its  humanity'recognised. 
There  la  a  wider  viewpoint  to  the 
question,  and  to  obtain  unbiased  evl- 
dencfe    and     first-hand     consideration 
Matthew  Arnold   may   be  cited.   This 
eminent    author    was    an    educational 
authority,    in    addition    to    which    he 
had  two  main  prejudices;  these  were 
him  contempt  for  Puritanism  and  hia 
criticism   of   the   middle   cla|Mes.   Tet 
fo/  all  this,  two  essays,  "Democracy" 
and   "Equality,"   will   bear  perusal  in 
connection      with      the     present     in- 
dustrial  situation.     He  defines   "civil- 
isation  as  the    humanlxation   of   man 
in    society."     Man    Is    civilised    when 
the  whole  body  of  society  comes  to 
live  a  life  worthy  to  be  called  human, 
and  corresponding  to  man's  true  as- 
pirations and    powers. 
Matthew    Arnold    and    Labor    Unrest 
He   criticises   at   length   the   blind- 
ness of  the  governing  classes  to  the 
aspirations  of  the  mass,  "Themselves 
a    power    reposing    on    all    which    Is 
most  solid,  material  and  visible,  they 
are    slow    to    attach    any    great    Im- 
portance    to     influences     impalpable, 
spiritual,    viewless."     "Democracy    is 
a    force    in    which    the    concert    of   a 
great  number  of  men  makes  up  for 
the  weakness  of  each  man  taken  by 
himself."     "Nations     are     not     truly 
great    solely    becauno    the    Individuals 
composing   them    arc    numerous,    free 
and  active;   but  they  are  great  when 
these     numbers,     this     freedom,     and 
this  activity  are  employed  in  the  ser- 
vice of  an   Ideal  higher  than  that  of 
an  ordinary  man.  taken  by  himself." 
"Perfection    will    never    be    reached :t 
but   to    recognise   a    period    of   trans- 
formation   when    it     comes,     a0d     to 
adapt    themselves    honestly    ard    ra- 
tionally   to    its    laws.    Is    perhaps   the 
nearest    approach     to    perfection     of 
which  men  and  nations  are  capable." 
Matthew  Arnold  will  not  be  Judged 
a  raw  extremist;    he   was  a  man   of 
great    soholarshlp    and     high-    attain- 
ments, Greek  In  spirit,  loving  beauty, 
a  critic  of  no  mean  order,  and  these 
two  essays  should  be  re-read  In  this 
time    of    national    crisis.    His    plea    la 
for   humanlxation   of  society,  and  by 
very    slight    alteration    the     phrases 
quoted    can    be    made    applicable    to 
'  the     industrial     revolution     now     In 
being,    and    to     the     disquiet     which 
heralds    its    renaissance.    The    present

Rec««nitlon  of  the  period  of  ehnnge 
suipmoned  the  National  Conferenee 
t«  end  a  modus  vlvendi  aVid  a  me«na 
of  adjustment.  The  humanlxation  of 
Industry  having  "been  started.  It  can- 
not abruptly  be  ended,  the  conees' 
•Ions  of  war-time  to  minimise  fatigue 
and  minister  to  physical  wantg  are 
not  temporary  adtoasures  to  be  dis- 
carded upon  commereiaJ  resumption. 
It  la  well  to  recognise  the  period  of 
transformation  and  aU  that  it  In- 
volves. 

Perhaps  another  quotation  will  be 
Builered.  Dealinr  with  the  desire  for 
even  more  freedom  and  emancipa- 
tion. Arnold  saya;  "80  potent  Is  the 
charm  of  Ufe  and  expansion  upon 
the  Uring:  the  moment  men  are 
aware  of  them,  they  begin  to  desire 
them,  and  the  more  tLey  have  of 
them,  the  more  tl»ey  crave."  This, 
then,  is  the  bed-rock  upon  which 
present  claims  to  fuller  expansion 
rest.  It  would  be  sheer  folly  and 
obscurantism  to  deny  tliat  times  are 
ctianged  and  the  worker  has  a  legit- 
imate claim  to  fuller  oppoKunity.  As 
to  how  much  of  thla  can  be  granted 
is  a  matter  for  the  eonferenoe  to 
solve;  too  much  will  strangle  the 
enterprise  upon-  which  industry  rests, 
too  little  will,  retain  present  in- 
security. One  thing  is  certain,  that, 
save  for  the  wild  extremist,  labor 
understands  it  la  Impossible  to  obtain 
all  that  may  be  In  sight,  but  as 
prosperity  increases  and  wealth  pro- 
duction multiplies  It  will  not  for  the 
future  remain  quiescent.  This  Is  an 
outstanding  fact  it  were  common- 
sense  to  face  squarely. 

A ,  new  era  cannot  come  without 
sign  and  portent;  it  is. well  to  adjust 
ourselves  to  ^e  realisation  when  it 
comes.  It  is  a  common  humanity  In 
which  we  h.\\  assbclate,  frank  recog- 
nition of  this  fao'-  will  save  dis- 
appointment and  I  .-action  of  an  un- 
pleasant   character. — Bngineerlng. 


WRIIES  TO  OLD  FRIEND 
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It's  a  rare  TbbaccD, 
Gentlemen!" 
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Letter  Indicates  That  Disting- 
uished General  Still  Cher- 
ishes Fond  Memories  of  Old 
Faces  and  Scenes. 


Mr.   Walter  Rogers,   an    old    cam- 
paigner who  went  overseas  with  the 
88th  Fusiliers,  serving  in  France   for 
three  years,  and  who  is  organising  a 
regimental    association     of     old    88  th 
men  in  Victoria,  has  received  the  foi.^ 
lowing  letter  froqi  Sir  Arthur  Currle: 
Headquarters,  Canadian  Corps, 
Oxford  Circus  House. 
246  Oxford  St..  Londpn,  W.l. 
2Sth  June,  1»1*. 

My  dear  Rogers, — I  appreciate  very 
much  your  kindness  in  writing  to  me 
as  you  did  on  May  Slst.  ^  The  letter 
came  this  mcrtrning.  and  contained  the 
very  excellent  snapshots  of  the  floats 
Ir.  the  review.  Naturally  they  recalled 
to  my  mipd  many  pleasant  memories. 
I  recognised  you  at  once  in  the  Army 
float  "Britannia."  and  I  also  recog- 
nised in  the  same  picture  the  old  sol- 
dier standing  at  the  back.  His  name 
I  have  forgotten,  but  his  face  Is  very 
familiar.  The  band,  of  course,  I 
recognized,  particularly  "Wully"  WIs- 
hart  on  the  right  flank. 

Your  mention  of  the  Clover  Point 
Ranees  calls  to  my  mind  many  pleav- 
ant  afternoons  there.  I  receive,  fairly 
regularly  The  Colonist,  and  always 
look  for  the  scores,  some  of  which 
have  been  very  good.  I  saw  where 
Cavan  put  on  102  one  day.  Speaking 
of  shooting  reminds  me  that  I  was 
down  to  Bisley  one  day  last  week  and 
saw  the  practice  of  Canada's  repre- 
sentatives on  this  year's  Bisley  team. 
They  were  shootln«r  very  well,  and  we 
have  good  hopes  of  pulling  off  some 
of  the  best  prlsea  Fred  Richardson 
was  there,  and  will  coach  in  the  team 
matches  if  he  doei  not  shoot. 

Through  The  Colonist  I  am  able 
also  to  keep  In  fairly  good  touch  with 
what  the  returned  men  are  doing,  and 
how  they  are  being  treated.  I  look 
upon  them,  Rogers,  as  the  hope  of 
Canada.  The  country  owes  them 
much,  and  I  trust  is  not  backward  In 
acknowledging  the  debt  and  In  taking 
practical  steps  to  pay  the  debt.  I  be- 
lieve our  fellows  do  not  i^ant  the 
earth,  bM  only  what  Is  fair  and  Just. 
I  hope  they  pull  together  well,  and 
that  they  will  never  become  the  eats- 
psrw  of  any  political  party,  as  we 
understood  political  parties  In  the  old 
days.  Whether  they  have  changed  or 
not.  I  am  not  familiar  enough  with 
conditions  in  Canada  to  say. 

I  shall  be  very  glad  to  get  back  to 
Victoria,  and  as  soon  as  I  can  finish 
up  all  the  affairs  of  the  corps  I  intend 
to  go.  If  I  fill  all  the  engagements  I 
have  been  asked  to  fill  In  the  East  of 
Canada,  I  would  not  arrive  at  the 
Coast  before  Christmas,  but  I  do  not 
Intend  to  do  that.  After  a  short  time 
in  Eastern  Canada.  I  am  going  home. 

I  am  glad  to  see  that  tho  various 
regiments  are  forming  their  associa- 
tions. It  Is  a  good  thing  to  have  an 
association  whereby  old  comrades  can 
keep  In  touch  with  each  other,  and 
where  traditions  won  in  the  field  can 
be  perpetuated.  You  speak  of  the 
parade  of  our  Dominion  troops 
through  Iiondon.  It  certainly  was  a 
splendid  sight,  and  the  people  of 
I>ondon  gave  us  a  great 'welcome.  Of 
course  I  will  8«  accused  of  being 
prejudiced,  but  to  my  mind  there  was 
no  question  as  to  who  looked  the  most 
soldierly  and   business-like. 

You  have  no  doubt  heard  of  out- 
breaks In  various  camps.  I  wish  to 
assure  you  that  the  first  reports  of 
these  have  been  much  exaggerated, 
and  have  not  always  been  placed  be- 
fore the  public  fairly.  We  all  regret 
very  much  these  outbursts,  which 
brinv  discredit  upon  the  good  name 
of  our  aoldlers. 

I  hope,  Rogwrs.  that  good  luck  and 
good  health  will  always  attend  yoa, 
and  that  your  fntare  may  be  a  vary 
prosperous  oAe  Indeed.  I  shall  look 
forward  to  seeing  you  again  in  Vic- 
toria.— Ever  yours  faithfully.

O..  is  completing  the  clear- 
ing and  planting  of  an  extensive  trop- 
ical jungle  of  some  20.000  acres, 
utilising  the  labor  of  10,000  coolies 
and  a  large  irtaff  of  overseers,  planters 
and  engineers.  Between  5,000  and 
10,000  acres  have  already  been  plant- 
ed with  rubber  trees. 

William  A.  Vaughan,  general  man- 
ager of  the  Sumatra  plantation,  who 
has  Just  returned  for  a  conference 
with  Goodyear  officials  at  Akron,  in 
speaking  of  his  company's  accom- 
plishment In  the  Far  East,  8»y«:  , 

"The  Junkies  W^  have  cleared  are 
the'  densest  in  the  world  and  many 
of  the  trees,  are  enormous.  In  our 
work  we  clear  every  foot  of  ground. 
After  removing  the  underbrush  and 
tree  trunks,  wo  pull  up  the  stumps 
with  special  stump-pullers  and  trac- 
tors.    No  explosives  are   used. 

"We  plant  about  100  trees  to  the 
acre  and  keep  the  entire  tract  abso- 
lutely free  of  weeds.  Wo  accord  our 
laborers  the  very  best  treatment  and 
have  provided  comfortable  quarters 
for  them.  Labor  troubles  are  prac- 
tically unknown.  Twenty  cents  a  day 
and  a  reasonable  shelter  keep  the 
coolies  contented.  High  prices  have 
no  terrors  in  a  land  where  the  sun 
grows  your  dinner  on  a  bush,  fur- 
nishes plenty  of  free  heat  the  entire 
year  and  Is  friendly  in  determining 
the  style  and  amount  of  dress. 

"Our,  plantation  is  divided  Into  six 
divisions,  each  approximating  3.000 
acres  and  having  Its  own  manager. 
Of  the  20,000  acres  in  the  plantation 
nearly  3.000  acres  are  reserved  for 
the  natives,  who  live  together  in  com- 
modious 'lines'  or  colonies. 

"After  tho  land  has  been  cleared 
the  big  steam  tractor  is  put  to  work 
ploughing.  This  is  done  to  a  depth  of 
about  twenty  inches.  Twenty  acres 
can  be  ploughed  in  a  day  with  a  trac- 
tor. In  the  same  time  250  coolies  can 
plough  three  acres.".

Th«  "Btlll"  snalna  was  the  subject 
of  an  address  by  Capt  Frank  Acland, 
R.A.    (retired),    before      the      London 
Royal   Society     of     Arts  at   a   recent 
moetinff.     He  Itated  tho  "Still"  engine 
to  be  an   Invention   In   which   a  com- 
posite use  of  steam  and  petrol  is  con- 
trived. The  recovery  of  the  great  losses 
of  power  which   dissipate   in   the   ex- 
haust gases  and  cooling  water  of  an 
internal  combustion  engine  have  been 
for  some  yesrs  ths  subject  of  exhaus- 
tive and  careful  research  by  William 
Joseph    Still     and      others   associated 
with  him,  and  the  development  of  and 
results   from    various      engines      built 
during  the  last  four  or  Ave  years  wera 
discussed  by  the  lecturer.     The  under- 
lying prlnrlplc  of  the  system  consists 
in   raising  steam    from   the   heat   now 
lost  in  the  Jacket   water  and  the  ex- 
haust.    The  steam  Is  expanded  in  the 
internal    comV»ustlon    engln*?    itself    at 
the    bark    of    the    piston,    one    swoke 
being  performed  by  the  steam   pres- 
sure and  the  other  by  the  combustion 
prosauro.      There   Is  no   loss   by   con- 
densation.    The  Btesm  is  used  under 
conditions  more  favorable  than  those 
bf  any  steam  engine,  for  It  picks  up 
heat  during  its  expansion  stroke  from 
surfaces   of   necessity   hotter   than    it- 
self.     During   the   period    of   the   war 
publication    has    been    withheld,    and 
details  are  now  given  for  the  flrst  time 
of  the  various  engines   built  and  the 
results    obtained.      These    engines    in- 
clude gas,  petrol,  heavy  oil,  two-stroke 
and     four-stroke     types;     of     powers 
varying  from  5  to  |A0  horsepower  per 
cylinder.

Watson,   R.F.8.,   show   at 
present  u   foot   efllclancy   at   least   30 
per    cent,    abo>'e    any   type    of    prime 
mover,    while    all    the    advantage*    of 
stoam.    Including      comi>ounding    and 
condensing  and  rapablHty  of  starting. 

manoeuvring  and  overload,  have  been 

added  to  tho  engiiio. 


The  simple  control  dC  the  modem 
car  is  a  thing  taken  for  granted 
no^wadays.  hut  Mr,  Luke  Plther 
throws  a  light  on  the  progress  made 
in  fifteen  years  when  he  delves  Into 
the  past  for  interesting  facts  of  the 
open  road.  How  different  are  the 
conditions  of  now-a-days  he  exem- 
plifies- with  the  following  reminis- 
cence. 
'  "There  was  a  Rambler  car  around 
here  in  the  early  days  of  motoring. 
Captain  John  Collins  and  wife  owned 
It.  Now  you  must  not  forget  that 
this,  was  a  partnership  affair.  Mrs. 
Collins  had  as  mu<;h  to  do  with  the 
operation  of  that  contraption  as  the 
gallant  captain  had:  in  fact  they 
bought  that  particular  car  because  it 
appealed  to  them  as  requiring  both 
captain   and   engineer. 

"The  spark  and  gas  levers  were  so 
located  that  their  operation  fell  on 
the  second  rider,  while  the  iiteering 
iUler  was  Quito  enough  for  a  nervy 
driver  to  control.  So  It  was  that 
Captain  Collins  and  his  la^  #ere 
ever  to  bs  seen  together  on  the 
rural  highways,  and  aa  a  corner 
would  be  encountered  the  interested 
onlookers  would  hear  Mrs.  Collins 
calling  to  her  skipper-steersman 
'Port  your  helium,  John.'  When 
crossing  the  brow  of  a  hill  the  navi- 
gator would  boom  'Slow  up.  Amelia,' 
and  the  obediently  chugging  engine 
would  be  put  through  its  pacea  by 
its  feminine  engineer. 

Quick -WItted  Strategy 
"Many  an  occasion  cam«  around 
for  the  use  of  caution,  but  always 
Mrs.  Collins  was  there  with  the  right 
word  or  action  at  the  psychological 
moment.  An  Instance  of  the  pres- 
ence of  mind  of  the  second-In* 
command  always  remains  in  my 
memory. 

"The  little  Rambler  had  been  mak- 
ing so  much  noise  that  It  had  scared 
a   farmer's     horse     tintll     It     became 
unmanageable,  and  finally  the  animal 
plunged    clear    across    the    road    and 
upset     Its     wigon.      As     the     driver 
wrathfully    demanded    damages    Mrs. 
Collins  quietly  slipped  a  kodak  from 
under    the    a^at     and     snapped     the 
upset  rig  and  also  the   wheel   marks 
on  the  dusty  road,  explaining  gently 
that   the    lectures    would     bo     useful 
evidence    in     court     when     the     case 
came  up.     Nothing  further  was  heard 
;of  the  incident,   but   for  long  after- 
wards Mrs.  Collins  alwajrs  made  sure 
that    her    camera    was    in    its    place 
when    th%   car    was    taken    for    spin. 
"To   my   mind    the    real    Joke    was 
tho   fact   that   there   was  no   Aim    In 
tho  camera  on  that  occasion,  and  the 
act  of  winding  up  tho  exposures  waa 
a  bit  of  quick  witted  feminine  strat- 
egy   which   cooled    a    wrathy    temper 
more   effectively    than    anything    elad 
could  have."

•rhera  haa  bean  no  grander  tech- 
nic«1.trlumph  than  the  Brltiah  victory 
over  th«  Oerman  mayneto  monopoly. 

BrlUln  fouirtit  the  war  with  hun- 
dreds of  thouaanda  of  root  ore,  every 
one  of  which  depended  on  its  mas- 
neto  for  ita  vitaJlty.  In  the  air.  on 
land  and  aea,  and  under  the  aea.were 
theae  thouHands  of  motors  in  action 
flghtinir  airalnHt  a  nation  of  deylllah 
cunning  and  slcill.  a  nation  which  alao 
had  its  myriads  of  motors  pressed  Into 
every  use  and  trick  of  war,  and  all 
equipped  with  the  best  macrneto  that 
Stuttgart  could  produce. 

Britain  had  to  win  domination  In 
the  air  with  aero  engines.  The  mag- 
neto was  the  weakest  link  In  the 
chain;  for  In  i^ugust,  1914,  there  did 
not  exist  a  3rlt|sh  magneto  capable 
of  replacing  the  Oerman-made  Bosch 
magneto  on  our  «ero  engines! 

Up  to  the  time  when  the  war  was 
sprung  upon  tia  the  history  of  mag- 
neto production  was  a  pitiful  story 
of  wasted  BritiHh  opportunity.

stamina    into   a    w«»k    stomach    It   la^ 
ineom  parable. 

He  'who  drives  his  own  car  gefs 
lota  off  exerctsa  out  ot  moturing.  In 
addition  to  the  Internal  inwsaace  and 
the  mechanical  vibration  he  Is  eon- 
atantly  exerclalng  the  muscles  of  the 
arma.  shoulder*,  back  and  legs  In 
manlpvlating  the  steering  gear  and 
attending   to   the   brakes. 

This  may  not  put  him  Into  the 
class  where  he  could  di'els  In  '  a 
girdle,  lean  on  a  big  knobby  club 
and  exhibit  a  (lock  of  muscles  like 
unto  a  basketful  of  snakes.  But  U 
does  tend  to  give  him  a  pitable, 
reliable  and  energetic  muscular 
equipment,  the  best  sort  of  an  emer- 
gency equipment  for  general  use,  to 
say  nothing  of  cultivating  courage 
and  aelf-reliance.  .  An  inestimablo 
gain  is  the  qulckniesa  of  perception 
and  action  In  critical  situations  which 
ts  the  guerdon  of  the  automobile 
driver,  in  fact,  «\9ry  car  driver  will 
admit  that  he  and  hts  clan  are  the 
salt  of  the  earth,  and  that  the  me<l- 
Ical^  fratei«nily'  In  correct.  It's  great 
to  own  a  car.

neto. The  British  were  led  to  believe 
that  only  Germans  could  make  reli- 
able magnetos.  Some  people  In  Great 
BrlUin  actually  believed  that  there 
was  a. peculiar  property  about  the  ale 
of  Stuttgart  which  rendered  the  Bosch 
magneto  supreme! 

Then  the  war  came;  and  as  a  n\atter 
of  life  and  death  Britain  had  to  settle 
down  to  the  problem  of  making  our 
own  magnetoa. 

Solving  the  Problcnn 
Have  ■  you  ever  considered  that  the 
nuigneto  Is  one  ot  the  most  intricate 
piecea  of  mechanlam  used  in  locdmo- 
tion?  In  the  modern  multi-cylinder 
magneto  there  are  over  800  parts. 

For  the  materials  we  must  range 
all  over  the  world.  _  The  magnets 
themselves  were  in  1914  a  manufac- 
turing secret  known  only  to  Germany. 
The  very  fine  mesh  silk  used  in  in- 
sulation was  obtained  from  Japan,  and 
it  had  to  be  aent  to  America  for  the 
special  varnishing.  The  solid  Insula- 
ting material  known  m  stablllte  waa 
another  German  secret.  Tl)e  best 
carbon  brushes  were  to  be  fqund  in 
France. 

In  the  blackest  months  of  the  war 
men  had  to  ^ace  the  apparently  hot)e- 
leiis  task  of  suddenly  creating  and 
building  up  a  British  magneto  indus- 
try. With  everything  in  a  state  of 
chaos  they  had  to  set  their  minds  to 
delicate  scientific  and  industrial  prob- 
lems. 

As  compared  with  shell-mtfklng  or 
the  ordinary  munitions  of  war,  the 
problem  of  the  magneto  was  far  more 
dimcult. 

Yet  today  the  British  magneto 
stands  on  the  same  plane  of  superior- 
ity as  the  British  aero  engine. 

British  magnetos  have  come  tri- 
umphantly through  the  bitter  test  of 
war — the  supreme  test  of  endurance 
and  reliability.  Our  victory  has  been 
absolute  and  complete,  and  In  that 
Victory  the  British  magneto  has  had 
its  share. 

No  motor  engine  or  magneto  In  land 
usage  Is  put  through  such  terrific 
strains  as  those  which  modern  aero 
engines  and  magnetos  must  success- 
fully endura.  Running  at  consistently 
high  speed,  rjjbject  to  very  severe  vi- 
bration and  to  great  extremes  of  tem- 
porature.  the  aero  engine  magneto  Is 
put  to  the  most  crucial  teat.  The  Brit- 
ish magnetos  have  been  equal  to  it. 
Some  of  the  modern  aero  engines  call 
for  magnetos  which  must  produce 
four  sparks  per  revolution  at  a  speed 
of  4,000  revolutions  per  minute* — that 
is  16,000  sparks  a  minute!  Machines 
of  this  type  are  tested  by  running  for 
20  hours  at  4,000  revolutions  per 
minute. 

\  The  British  magnetos  which  ran 
stand  these  tests  and  go  triumphantly 
through  the  aupreme  test  of  war  are 
fit  for  anything. 

Much  of  the  success  which  has 
been  achieved  has  been  due  to  the  co- 
operation existing  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  British  Ignition  Apparatus 
Association.  This  association  was 
formed — at  the  suggestion  of  the  Gov- 
ernment— by  British  manrnete  firms, 
so  that  they  might  exchange  experi- 
ence, scientific  information  and  tho 
results  of  their  research  work.  Rach 
flrni  has  placed  at  tho  disposal  of  the 
others  the  knowledge  It  possessed  and 
acquired.  Thus  It  Is  that  British  mag- 
netos are  now  produced  of  standard- 
ixed  dimensions  in  quantities  equal  to 
all  demands  and  of  unsurpassed 
quality. 

IQ  the  year  1913-14  the  British  out- 
put of  magnetos  was  1.140,  mainly  of 
a  simple  type  not  suited  for  war  work 
or  high-speed  engines. 

In  October.  1918,  there  were  pro- 
duced for  war  wor^  18,000  British 
several  of  the  new  types  being  mark- 
magnetOB  of  the  highest  eftleiencj , 
several  of  the  new  types  being  mark- 
edly superior  to  the  latest  models  pf 
Bosch  magnetos. 

Thus  in  one  month  of  1918  Britain 
produced  nearly  eighteen  timea  as 
many  magnetos  as  during  the  whole 
year  of  1913-14. 

From  1914  to  1918  nine  firms  in 
Great  Britain  produced  between  them 
over  300,000  magnetos,  and  with  these 
we  clinched  our  victory  over  Germany. 
It  may  be  estimated  that  these  300,- 
000  machines  delivered^  during  the 
course  of  the  war  at  least  t.000,000.- 
000,000    (two  million   million)   sparks.

grown  from  a  little  machine  shop.  It 
has  shown  an  aggressive  and  progres- 
sive spirit  lA  tackling  the  big  engine 
contract,  and  It  contemplates  further 
development.  Realtxtng  that  the  In- 
ternal combustion  engine  la  the  power 
of  tlje  luture*  aJid  having  been  conr. 
nected  with  its  development  since 
1905,  the  firm  Is  senously  considering 
entering  the  oil  engine  and  aeroplane 
fleldii.  Mr.^Dan  Uutchlson  has  flown 
In  the  local  plane  and  la  delighted 
with  aeroplaning.  His  Arm  built  an 
aeroplane  motor  for  a  local  Inventor 
some  years  ago,  and  it-  was  not  the 
engine's  fault  that  the  aeroplane  re- 
fused to  fly.

That  England  is  at  present  hover* 
ing  on  the  brink  of  a  musical  re- 
vival such  as  that  or  any  other  coun- 
try has  never  seen  is  the  observation 
of  Ulrlc  Danbeny  who  tells  in  the 
Londoh  Musical  Times  that  during 
the  last  four  years,  scores  of  bands 
and  orchestras  were  fcrmed.  not  only 
in  the  Artny  arid  Naw,  but  among 
the  great  munition  works.  'XJountless 
persobs  have .  striven  to  acquire  and 
perfect  musical  skill  for  the  en- 
tertainment of  fighting  men  or 
wounded,"  he  continues,  hundreds  of 
amateurs  have  come  forward  to  fill 
the  vacancies  and  new  demands  of 
bands  m  theatres,  oinemas.  and  tea 
rooms.  In  fine,  there  can  be  no  ex- 
aggeration in  suggesting  that  .the 
present  number  of  muulcal  perform* 
ers  must  be  at  last  a  hundred  per 
cent,  more  numerous  than  was  the 
case  in  August,  1914,  while  the  gen- 
eral standard  of  competence  haa  vary 
considerably  increased.  ,,.

■gas  and  lis  tons  ot  fused  caustic  soda. 
It  covers  an  area  of  220,000  square 
feet  with  ita  eight  buildings,  and  its 
construction  included  a  20,000  k.w. 
power  house,  a  complete  water-sup- 
ply* system,  consisting  of  dain,  pump- 
ing station,  filter  plant,  reservoir,  and 
!•  miles  of  pipeline.'  Meanwhile  the 
company  began  the  construction  of  a 
92,000,000  tuloul  plant  for  the  war  de- 
partment at  Point  Richmond,  Cal. 
This  was  about  10  per  Cent  completed 
when  the  work  was  suspended  upon 
the  cessation  of  hostilities. 

S^tensive  Oovemment  Works 

The  international  Niekel  Company 
engaged  the  Foundation  Company  to 
construct  a  $5,000,000  nickel  refinery 
as  a  war  necessity,  at  Port  Colborne. 
Ontario.  This  plant  included  10 
buUdlngs  and  complete  water  supply 
and  sewerage  sj'stema  Its  dally  out- 
put is  2&  tons  of  refined  nickel  and 
10  tons  of  copper.  At  the  same  |ime 
vary  extensive  extensions  were  made 
to  the  xlAo  refinery  of  the  Illinois  Zino 
Company,  Peru,  Illinois,  to  the  order 
of  the  United  States  war  department 
Under  the  head  of  munition  plants 
there  were '  constructed  two  units  of 
v^ry  nearly  the  same  capacity  and 
coating  about  $1,600,000  each.    One  of 


ment  of  Franee.  Even  these  three  big 
contracts  were  only  a  small  patt  of 
the  huge  war  effort  of  the  Foundation 
Company^  whloh  aggregated  expendi- 
tures in  construction  enterprises  ex- 
ceeding 990,000,000  during  the  nine- 
teen months  between  April,  1917.  and 
Deoemkar,  1918. 

Of  this  tremendous  total,  shipyard 
undertakings  represented  a  very  large 
proportioit.  They  were  located  in  nlnl 
distinct  yards  and  in  two  extensive 
extensions  to  existing  yards. 

Operated  Nine  Shipyards 
Shipyard  No.  1  of  the  company  was 
established  on  the  Passaic  River. 
Kearny,  N.J.  Tills  was  a  five-ways 
yard-and  ten  shlpe  of9,504  tons,  dead- 
weight, were  constructed  there  for  the 
United  States  Government  Emergency 
Fleet  Corporation.  To  this  yard  fell 
the  honor  of  making  the  first  delivery 
In  the  great  wooden  ship  programme 
of  the  government.  The  second  yard 
to  be  inaugurated, -waa  the  one  here. 
Point  Hopei.  and  the  fi^■e  veaseis  for 
the  Imperial  Munitions  Board  were 
constructed  in  It  When  the  present 
contract  was  awarded,  the  oompany 
acquired  the  Point  Blttlee'  yard  so  as 
to  provide  facility  for  handling  the 
big  programme.  This  brought  the 
war-time  total  for  the  two  ytfrds  to 
2S  ships  undor  the  Foundation  ban- 
ner. Yard  No.  3  waa  built  at  Portland 
and  Yard  No.  4  at  Taooma.  They 
were  very  nearly  identical  in  the  lay- 
out, and,aaoh  waa  charged  with  tha 
construetloa  of  twenty  auxiliary 
schooners  for  France.

dertakings separately  extended  over 
periods  of  nine  mopths'to  a  year,  the 
enormous  capacity  of  the  Foundation 
Company  for  the  handling  of  big  pro- 
jects may  be  appreciated.

After  being  delayed  at  Auckland, 
New  Zealand  for  29  days,  the  big 
Cariadian-Auatralaslan  liner  Niagara 
tied  up  at  the  Outer  Docks  here  last 
night  about  9:30.  The  long  wait  on 
the  other  side  of  the  Pacific  was  due 
to  the  seamen's  strike  at  Sydney, 
Australia. 

When  the  Niagara  arrived  at  Auck- 
land from  this  coast  last -^  trip  she 
found  that  the  strike  was  ih  progress^ 
although  Auckland  was  not  alTected. 
After  waiting  two  weeks  for  the 
strike  to  end,  during  which  time  the 
passengers  lived  on  board  at  the 
company's  expense,  steps  were  taken 
to  get  the  liner  away.  The  ship  could 
not  go  to  Sydney  because  she  would 
lose  her  crew,  so  the  steamer  Moreakl 
was  chosen  to  carry  the  passengers  to 
Xustralia.  Her  own  Australian  crew 
were  signed  off  and  a  New  Zealand 
criw  taken  on  as  it  was  thought  these 
would  be  exempt  from  the  strike. 
Bfakura  Delayed  This  Side 

When  the  New  Zealanders  found 
they  were  strike  breakers  they  re- 
fused to  take  the  ship  out.  The  old 
crew  was  then  taken  back  again  and 
paid  the  regular  Wages  and  20  pounds 
bonus  to  make  the  trip.  This  was  all 
right  for  the  passengers  on  the  Ni- 
agara. To  bring  the  travellers  from 
Australia  to  Auckland  for  the  return 
trip  was  another  problem,  but  the  ' 
Manuka  eventually  got  away  from 
Sydney.  VShe  was  held  up  four  days 
at  Auckland  in  qi'.^rantlne  but  the 
passengers  at»  last  boarded  the  Ni- 
agara and  she  got  away  28  days  late. 
In  the  meantime  the  l^akura  had 
been  delayed  at  Vancouver  for  33 
days  owing  to  a  waterfront  strike  and 
passed  her  sister  liner  in  mldocean 
last  Weiinesday. 

The  seamen  in  the  Important  ports 
of  Australia  are  on  strike  for  $9  a 
day  and  better  working  conditions. 
The  waterfront  workers  went  out  in 
sympathy.  There  was  no  word  of 
settlement  when   the  Niagara  left.       , 

The  Niagara  crew  usually  have 
their  own  strikes  on  board  each  voy- 
age, but  this  trip  was  peaceable  and 
there  was  no  trouble  of  any  kind. 

Capt.  Rolls  Is  once  more  on  tho 
liner's  bridge  after  a  vacation  for  the 
last  three  months.  Capt.  McLean  left 
the  vessel  at  Auckland.  Capt.  Rolls 
stated  last  night  that  he  had  no  idea 
where  the  liners  woyld  g^t  back  on 
schedule  and  he  did  not  know  his 
sailing  date  yet.  0>m<iderable  fog 
was  encountered  in  the  Straits  on  the 
way  up.

The  palatial  steam  yacht  Aqullo, 
recently  purchased  from  her  Vancou- 
ver owners,  was  here  ydbterday  for  a 
short  time  on  her  way  to  Alaska.  The 
craft  was  bought  by  Mr.  H.  F.  Alex- 
ander, president  of  the  Paclflc  Steam- 
ship Company,  and  Mr.  D,  C.  Jack- 
ling,  Utah  and  California  mining 
operator.  Both  these  gentlemen  were 
on  board  yesterday.  A  party  of  eight, 
made  up  of  mining  men  mainly,  is 
taking  the  cruise  north.  At  Juneau 
tho  party  will  board  the  Admiral 
Watson  and  will  go  to  Alaskan  points 
to  the  westward  in  this  steamer.  It 
is  not  yet  known  whether  the  yacht 
will  bring  them  back  to  Seattle. 

Capt.  Gus  Snelllng,  formerly  first 
officer  of  the  City  of  Seattle,  Is  In 
charge  of  the  Aqullo.  The  vessel  haa 
underg(^ne  115,000  worth  of  repairs 
and  alterations  since  she  was  pur- 
chased. She  is  fitted  with  the  most 
up-to-date  wireless  apparatus. 

The  Aqullo  arrived .  here  yesterday 
morning  and  tied  up  at  the  Paclflc 
Salvage  Company's  wharf.  She  left 
again  in  the  afternoon.  The  travel- 
ers are  armed  with  guns  of  all  kinds 
and  fishing  tackle. 


ORE  PROM  WRECK 

VANCOUVER,  July  11.— The  first 
shipment  of  salvaged  copper  ore  from 
the  wreck  of  the  SS.  Mariposa  left 
Sumner  Straits  today  on  board  the 
Redondo.  It  is  being  aent.  to  the 
Tacoma  smelter.  The  Mariposa  wds 
carrying  1.100  tons.  This  shipment 
consists  of  360  tons.  The  salvage 
workers  have  not  yet  been  able  .to 
examine  the  hull  of  the  sunken  ship 
sufflcient  to  determine  whether  she 
will  be^worth  salvage.
